Mr. Eisenhower was working 
on the address this weekend at 
his farm home here, Barring 
important new developments in 
the Suez crisis, he wil] return to 
Washington early Monday morn- 
ing, Press Secretary James C. 
Hagerty said. 

Hagerty told reporters the 
speech would deal ‘with “the 
most important subject in the 
world today, which is the peace 
of the world and the efforts 
that the administration has been 
making over three and a half 
years not only to keep that 
peace but to win th® peace.” 

No Agreement. 

In response to @ question, 
Hagerty said he knew of no 
agreement between the Presi- 
dent and his Democratic op- 
ponent, Adlai E. Stevenson, to 
stay away from the Suez issue 
in their campaign speeches. 

The question was raised by a 
reporter who said he had noted 
that Stevenson had avoided 
mentioning Suez thus far. Hag- 
erty suggested the matter be 
referred to Stevenson for his 
answer. 

Hagerty criticized’ the way in 
which Senator Kefauver 
of Tennessee, Stev n’s run- 
ning mate, requested aecess to 
secret intelligence steports. 

“The request came through 


has not been receivéd formally 
by the White House thus far, 

agerty said. He added that he 
thought this was ‘ odd way 
to make such a req for con- 
fidential information.” 

Hagerty said he did not know 
whether the request would be 
granted. Kefauver told report- 
ers yesterday in Sarasota, Fla., 
that he was “handicapped” in 
not having the intelligence re- 
ports. He pointed out that Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon has 
access to such information. 

Offered to Stevenson. 

Following a precedent set by 
President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, Mr. Eisenliower has of- 
fered reports prepared by the 
Central Intelligence Agency to 
Stevenson, who has accepted 
the offer. 

The idea behind giving the 
intelligence information to a 
presidential candidate has been 
to avoid statements on foreign 
affairs which might embarrass 
the Administration and hurt 
this country’s relations with 
other nations. 

Hagerty said Mr. Eisenhow- 
er’s original offer covered “Mr. 
Stevenson and Mr. Stevenson 
only.” He declined to say 
whether he thought the Presi- 
dent would object if Stevenson 
showed the reports to Kefauver. 

When Nixon was a candidate 
in 1952, he did not get the CIA 
reports, Hagerty said. He said 
Nixon, as Vice President, now 
has access to such information 
because he is a member of the 
Cabinet and the National Secur- 
ity Council. 

Discussing the Wednesday 
night speech, Hagerty said if he 
were “speculating” on its sub-

‘Shameless Political 
Trickery.’ 


WASHINGTON, Sep. 15 (UP) 
—Adiai E, Stevenson said to- 
night that the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration, using “shameless 
political trickery” had “pil- 
loried innocent men and women 
under the pretense of conduct- 
ing loyalty and security inves- 
tigations.” 

The Democratic presidential 
candidate’s charge drew a burst 
of applause from an audience 
of about 8000 at a political rally 
in nearby Fairfax county 
ginia, an area heavily populated 
with government employes. 


Stevenosn declared that the 
lives of “decent and devoted 
government servante” have been 


wrecked “for partisan and po- | 


litical purposes” in an admin- 
istration effort to make a show 
of weeding subversives out of 
government. 


He pledged that “the first 
objective of a Democratic ad- 
ministration will be to restore 
dignity and honor and self- 
esteem to the public service.” 

Pledges New Program. 

“We mean to reconstruct the 
present security system and de- 
vise a program which will safe- 
guard the state without degrad- 
ing those who service it,” Ste- 
venson s id. 

Stevenson delivered the at- 
tack on the Administration's 
security program at a barbecue 
on behalf of Warren D. Quen- 
stedt, a candidate for Congress 
from Virginia's Tenth District 
which embraces Washington's 
Virginia suburbs. The crowd 
gathered in intermittent show- 
ers and stood on a hillside on 
a country estate to hear the 
speech. 

Former Virginia Gov. John 
S. Battle introduced Stevenson. 
Stevenson thanked Battle and 
commented that the 
governor had supported him in 
1952 when “some others didn’t.” 

A scattering of boos greeted 


an announcement that Senator | 


Harry F. Byrd of Virginia had 
wired his regrets because of the 
serious “illness of Mrs. Byrd.” 
Byrd was one who withheld his 
indorsement when Stevenson 
was the Democratic candidate 
in 1952. Byrd sent his best 
wishes today. 

Stevenson referred to the 
fact that Virginia had not sup- 
ported him in 1952 and com- 
mented “I’m quite prepared to 
give you another chance.”

Although Gov. Chandler had 
said that he would uphold the 
right of each child in the state 
to attend the school of his or 
s| her own choice, today he had 
to weigh the opinion of his 
Attorney General Jo M. Fergu- 
son, who said, “An individual 
parent has no right to enroll 
ac in a-school without 
some action on integration 
being taken by the school 
board.” 


Clay is in Webster county 
where the county board of edu- 
cation has taken no action on 
integration except to appoint an 
integration committee last Au- 
gust. It said this week that 
the Negro children were study- 
ing in Clay over the protests 
of the county educational offi- 
cials. 


Last night the county board 
of education ruled by a unani- 
mous vote of its seven members 
that the three Negro children 
had no business in the Clay 
elementary school because their 
transfer from the all-Negro 
| Ree school in Providence, 
Ky., had not been accepted. 

Today the word was being 
passed in Clay that the Negro 
children had all better go back 
to school in Providence if they 
expected to get any learning 
this year. 

Mayor Calls Governor. 

And in keeping with the 
feeling of victory of the white 
miners and farmers of Clay, 
Mayor Herman Clark, who be- 
lieves in equal rights for Ne- 
groes if “they don’t go to school 
with us, or go to church with 
us, or eat with us,” called up 
Gov. Chandler about getting the 
troops out ef Clay, especially 
since Sunday was coming and 
Clay is known as a town of 
church-goers. 

Clark said he informed 
Chandler of the action of the 
school board in telling the Ne- 
groés they had no right to be 
in the Clay school. He explained 
to the Governor there was no 
need for troops on the school 
grounds te uphold the rights of 
Reatees when the rights didn i 
/ exist at all. 

“Then the Governor said to 
me,” Clark reported. “‘I as- 
sume what you told me is cor- 
rect about the school board. 
You call your county superin- 
tendent and have him call Dr. 
Martin. Dr. Martin in turn will 
call me and when Dr. Martin 
calls me and verifies this to me, 
I'll have the troops out of Clay 
by Monday. I'm not in the 
school business, you know.’ ”

Agreement Reached on 
Holding Up Cuts in 
Forces Until NATO 
Talks It Over. 


PARIS, Sept. 15 (AP)—West- 
ern opean nations today 
agreed not to start reducing 
their conventional armed forces 
to fit new conce of nuclear 
strategy—at least until the At- 
lantic alliance has talked it 
over. ’ 

The agreement was reached 
at a meeting of the ministerial 
council of the Western Euro- 
pean Union, it was reported by 
Heinrich von Brentano, West 
German foreign minister, after 
the session. Union members are 
Britain, France, West Germany, 
The Netherlands, Belgium, Lux- 
embourg and Italy. 

Germany, which is just get- 
ting under way its buildup of 
conventional forces, had re- 
quested the session. The gov- 
ernment of Chancellor Ade- 
nauer has been under domestic 
political pressure because of re- 
ports that Britain and the 
United States were planning to 
reduce their forces in Germany 
even as the Germans were call- 
ing recruits into uniform. 

Von Brentano said it was a 
“very fruitful meeting” and 
that the other nations had 
agreed not to change their 
basic policies without prior ac- 
cord from the other partners 
in Western European Union. A 
latér conference will be held on 
the subject and the conclusions 
will be placed before the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
Council in November. 

Ambassador George Perkins, 
permanent delegate ta NATO, 
represented the United States 
as an observer. The United 
States previously has assured 
NATO nations that it would not 
trim its forces in Europe with- 
out full prior consultation.

ready to start a strange 90,000- 
mile exploration flight’ tomor- 
row afternoon—the first of its 
kind—to learn more about the 
magnetic field extending thou- 
sands of miles beyond the 
earth’s surface. 

Whether the world-circling 
expedition will incidentally pro- 
vide data that will help in 
launching America’s planned 
man-made moon—whether the 

t will yield information 
valuable for guided missile re- 
search—Air Force scientists do 
not say. 

The four-engine KC-97 will 
airlift a 1500-pound cosmic ray 
monitor around the world at 
altitudes of about 18,000 feet. 
It will fly a zig-zag path criss- 
crossing the equator, a thousand 
miles to the north and south. 
It will carry scientists of the 
Air Force Cambridge Research 
Center and a specificaliy-se- 
lected crew from the Strategic 
Air Command—10 men in all. 

Second Plane te go Along. 

Leapfrogging ahead of the 
big plane will be a C-124 
Globemaster with an _ extra 
crew, equipment and supplies. 
The expedition will touch Flor- 
ida, South America, Africa, 
Asia and Australia, cross the 
Pacific to the United States 
west. coast, and return to Mac 
Dill Air Force base at Tampa, 
Fla., to which it heads from 
this field. 

Measurements of intensity. of 
cosmic radiation are expected 
to help disclose whether the 
earth’s magnetic field at high 
levels is different from that 
level 
data. The exploration was sug- 
gested by Dr. John A. Simp- 
son, professor of physics, and 
Peter Meyer, assistant profes- 


Chicago. 

Dr. Simpson has accumulated 
evidence that the earth’s mag- 
netic field far out from the sur- 
face is “twisted” away from the 
pattern found at the surface.

BIG STATUE OF STANLEY 
TO STAND IN CONGO CAPITAL 


LEOPOLDVILLE, Belgian 
Congo, Sept. 15 (UP)—A mas- 
sive white statue of American 
explorer Henry Morton Stan- 
ley, whose African voyages 
opened up the Belgian Congo, 
is to be erected on the hill 
bearing his name which domi- 
nates this Congo capital. 

Stanley was hired by King 
Leopold I of Belgium te map 
the heart of Africa. The in- 
formation he brought back de- 
cided the King to stake out a 
private estate 80 times the size 
of Belgium. When the King 
died he donated the big chunk 
of real estate to Belgium as a 
colony. 

During his first step, Stanley 
correctly presumed he had 
found Dr. David Livingstone, 
the Scottish missionary who had 
been given up as dead. Stan- 
ley, sent by James Gordon 
Bennett, owner of the, New 
York Herald, found Livingstone 
Nov. 10, 1871, at Ujiji, Tangan- 
yika, and greeted him with the 
famous words, “Dr. Livingstone, 
I presume?”

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U.S. Military Forces Stand Pat 
Despite Crisis in Middle East 


Pentagon Says There Has Been No Build- 
up of Troops—Manpower Slightly Less, 
but Firepower Has Increased. 


By ELTON C. FAY 

WASHINGTON; Sept. 15.(AP) 
—The United States, in -this 
time of new. Crisis in the. Mida- 
die East, has about the same 
number of military units and 
slightly less military manpower 
deployed in the European- 
Mediterranean area than it had 
four or five years ago. 


In the intervening years fire- 
power available to those forces 
has been amplified thousands 
of times through the new avaii- 
ability of nuclear weapons; 
guided missiles and land and 
sea based jet planes, 


Defense Department spokes- 
men, in answering _ questions, 


has been no sudden build-up of 
American forces as a result of 
th dispute over Egypt's seizure 
of the Suez canal. This is in 
line with proclaimed Govern- 
ment policy against using the 
force of arms to keep the canal 
open. 
No Designed Buildup. 


Available information seems 
to support the Pentagon's in- 
sistence that there has been no 
designed augmentation of; 
forces in Europe, the Mediter- 
ranean or Middle East since 
Egyptian President Nasser an- 
nounced July 26 that Egypt was 
taking over the canal. 


So far as can be determined 
(the precise current figures are 
military secrets) the over-all 
American military strength in 
Europe, where the great bulk 
of shore-based forces are locat- 
ed, is about 320,000. These are 
the personnel of the Army, the 
Air Force and of naval person- 
nel working at shore establish- 
ments. 


The 320,000 figure compares 
with a peak of about 350,000|*** *s* te™ 


ship ogee nate. Its normal

RESIDENT EISENHOWER, astounded like other Republicans by the 

Democratic victories in Maine this week, is beginning to enlarge his 

_ personal campaign plans, as experienced political leaders of both parties 
predicted he would as he approached Election Day. 

For the present, however, he is making only tentative revisions of his 
original announcement in February that he would ‘‘wage no political cam- 
paign in the customary pattern,’”’ but would rely on the ‘‘means of _mass 
communication’’ to inform the voters of his domestic and foreign programs. 


He has specifically vetoed the barn- 
storming, whistle-stop type of electioneer- 
ing. He has said also he would not answer 
Democratic criticisms or speculate on oth- 
er persons’ motives. 


As late as Tuesday he told his press 
conference he presently planned no more 
than five or six speeches that could be 
classed as “addresses” and added that 
one, two or three of these might be made 
out of Washington. He explained that 
he would make just a “visit” to the 
national plowing contest at Newton, Ia., 
next week and that the “talk” there could 
not be classified as a major address. The 
real speech in the farm belt will be the 
evening of Tuesday, Sept. 25 at the Brad- 
ley University field house at Peoria, Ill. 
The first “major address” will be na- 
tionally televised and radidtast from a 
Washington studio Wednesday night on 
“the most important subject in the world 
today—the peace of the world and the 
efforts the Administration has been 
making . .. not only to keep the peace, 
but win the peace.” 

The Iowa and other “visits,” veteran 
politicos forecast, will be similar to the 
late President Roosevelt’s “inspection 
trips” in 1936 anid 1940 and will be a far 
cry from a “front porch” campaign mod- 
ernized by television and radio. The Presi- 
dent told reporters that many, many sug- 
gestions and invitations were under con- 
sideration, e 

, * * * 

THE OLD POLITICAL HANDS are 
confident ef their forecast because there 
comes a time in every presidential cam- 
paigh when the party leaders become 
jittery and lose their own confidence. 
It is also @ matter of record that Mr. 
Eisenhower, especially in the political 
field, says one thing and does another, as 
in the pre-convention campaign in 1952 
and the congressional election of 1954. 

The Democratic victories in Maine, the 
latest in a trend of state and local elec- 
tions in 1953, 1954 and 1955, and the 
present Democratic control of both houses 
of Congress, make it virtually imperative 
that Mr. Eisenhower, as the Republican 
leader, take a more active part in this 
year’s campaign. He cannot effectively 
urge the lesser leaders to swing harder 
in the fight while he stays on the side- 
lines. 


The Democratic victories in the 1954 
congressional elections demonstrated that 
specially-posed photographs of Republican 
candidates shaking hands with a Repub- 
lican President are not enough to carry 
a close state or district. The defeat of 
Republican Senator James. P., 
Missouri in 1952 proved that a victorious 
presidential candidate cannot carry all 
senatorial candidates with* him. 

At Gettysburg, after joking that Maine 
was a “bad word” in such surroundings, 
the President said, “I think maybe Maine 
has a lesson in it.” 


Republican National Chairman Leonard 
W. Hall told the assembled Republican 
leaders, “Let it be a warning to all of 
us,” and Mrs. Dorothy Houghton, a co- 
chairman for the national Citizens for 
Eisenhower, recalled the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war slogan, “Remember The Maine,” 
and suggested that all party lead¢ets 
should “remember Maine and go to work.” 

Mr. Eisenhower compared Maine with 
the American defeat at Kasserine Pass 
in North Africa and observed that of all 
the campaigns in which: he was con- 
cerned, there was no lesson so valuable 
as that. 

Republican leaders are saying that they 
hope that the Maine defeat will have the 
same jolting effect on the party, including 
the President, as defeat in the Minnesota 
primary had on Democratic presidential 
candidate Adlai E. Stevenson, who came 
dawn from a high-level campaign to win 
decisive victories over Estes Kefauver by 
grass-roots campaigning in Florida and 
California. 
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DEMOCRATS ARE JUBILANT, of 
course, over their Maine victory and have 
compiled election Prin me to show that 

“as Maine goes, so goes the nation,” a 
Republican slogan they have been de- 
nouncing since it was coined. 

Democratic gains in the Maine guber- 
natorial and congressional elections were 
impressive and their significance cannot 
be explained away by Mr. Eisenhower's 

renark that the Democratic governor, 
Edmund S. Muskie, was very popular 
and that his majority for re-election was 
so great he helped every other person 
on the Democratic ticket. 

The Democratic percentage increases 
are what have upset the Republicans and 
elated the Democrats. In the governor- 
ship contest, the Democratic percentages 
jumped from 39.1 in 1952 to 54.5 in 1954 
and rose to 58.5 in 1956. F

jority of only 29 votes and the ballot 
boxes have been impounded for an offi- 
cial recount. 


In the second district, where a Demo- 
crat won for the first time since 1934, 
the increases were from 33.2 per cent 
in 1952, to 46 per cent in 1954, to 53.4 
per cent this week. 


In ‘only the third district, a truly rock- 
ribbed area along the northern border 
with Canada, was there a decrease—from 
39.5 per cent in 1954 to 39.2 per cent 
this year.

Mr. Eisen- 
hower merely wrote a letter to a Maine 
newspaper on Sept. 5, saying: 

“I believe that the citizens of Maine 
who desire success for the Republican 
cause generally next Nov. 6 should work 
for a complete Republican victory in 
your state next Monday.” 


The national Democrats apparently had 
no advance word on the increased Demo- 
cratic percentages, and while they made 
the routine predictions of victory, they 
did not take a chance on bold forecasts. 
They were as surprised as the Republi- 
cans by the official returns. 


The national Democrats are not claim- 
ing Stevenson will carry Maine in No- 
vember, but by applying the state’s per- 
centage increases to other states, they 
conclude they have a better chance than 
they thought to win the presidency and 
that they are almost certain to retain 
control of both houses of Congress, prob- 
ably with larger majorities.

IT IS FROM THE REPUBLICAN Sen- 
ate and House candidates that pleas are 
coming to the White House and the 
party’s national and congressional cam- 
paign committees for President Eisen- 
hower to visit their constituencies.

Even at this time enough “weak spots” 
can be detected to forecast that Mr. 
Eisenhower will not be able to limit his 
journeys out of Washington to the maxi- 
mum of three he has planned for major 
addrésses. 

For example, two Senate seats now 
held by Democrats are in contest in Ken- 
tucky. With the present Senate divided 
49 Democrats to 47 Republicans, these. 
seats could determine which party will 
control the next Senate. 


Two seats held by Democrats are at 
stake in the Pacific Northwest, those of 
Senators Wayne Morse in Oregon and 
Warren G. Magnuson in Washington. The 
Eisenhower Administration and the Re- 
publican National Committee have an in- 
tense interest in both seats because Mr. 
Eisenhower persuaded the two Republi- 
can candidates, former Interior Secre- 
tary Douglas McKay to run against Morse 
and Gov. Arthur B. Bangile, keynoter at 
the San Francisco cgnvention, to oppose 
Magnuson, 


Morse, a Republican turned Democrat, 
is the Republican No. Ll congressional 
target this year. Had he remained in the 
party, the Senate would be divided 48- 
48 and Vice President Nixon could have 
broken the tile on organization to put 
the Republicans in control. Furthermore, 
Morse has been one of the most effective 
critics of the Administration on the Sen- 
ate floor and in speeches throughout the 
country. 


A flying trip to the Pacific coast by 
the President to help McKay and Langlie, 
who were persuaded to become candi- 
dates by assurances that Mr. Eisenhower 
would seek re-election, is almost a fore- 
gone conclusion of political observers. 

Other states which are at least on the 
President's tentative list are Connecticut, 
where Republican Senator Prescott Bush, 
who was chairman of the Republican 
Platform Committee, is facing a close 


contest with Democratic Representative 
Thomas J. Dodd; Pennsylvania, where 
Republican Senator James H. Duff faces 
a similar situation in the contest with 
Democrat Joseph Clark, former mayor 
of Philadelphia; Ohio, where Republican 
Senator George H. Bender is up against 
Democratic candidate Frank J. Lausche, 
five times Governor of the State. All 
of these states have Democratic gover- 
nors and practical politicians rarely under- 
estimate how many votes can be deliv- 
ered by a statehouse.

HE new association of Suez Canal users proposed by British Prime Min- 
T: 2, in concert with France and the United 

States, is a device for international operation and control of shipping 
through the Suez Canal under an inoffensive name. 

No one expected that Egypt would accept it. Indeed, the day following , 
announcement of the proposal, Egyptian Ambassador Ahmed Hussein warned 
Secretary of State John Foster Dulles: ‘“‘If the United States desires war,

then she may support the scheme.”’ 

At his press conference shortly after 
seeing the Egyptian ambassador, Dulles 
said: “The initial reaction reflected from 
Egypt does not deter us from proceeding 
with this program. We believe that the 
program is not yet sufficiently understood 
by the Egyptian government.” 


What is the program? As explained by 
Secretary Dulles the users’ organization 
would, among other things, “provide qual- 
ified pilots for the users’ ships; would 
initially receive the dues from ships of 
members of the association passing 
through the canal, which sums would be 
used to defray the expenses of the organi- 
zation and to pay appropriate compensa- 
tion to Egypt for its contribution to the 
maintenance of the canal and for the 
facilities of transit; and so far as prac- 
ticable arrange for the pattern of traffic 
of member vessels through the canal.” 


Presumably the western pilots who are 
quitting work for the nationalized Suez 
Canal Co. will be employed by the users’ 
association. The association, if Egypt al- 
lows it to operate, would carry on the 
sea operations formerly performed by 
the Universal Suez Maritime Canal Co., 
while Egypt would be allowed to main- 
tain the canal and receive revenues to 
be determined by the users.

Little ‘Vote Bait’ in Critical F oreign Policy Issues |

HILE the Democratic opposition in- 
W tcoss to try to make the Republican 
conduct of foreign policy an_ issue, r 
it is too early in the campaign to say 
whether the Democratic attack will in- 
fluence 'many voters one way or another. 


There is today nothing like the Korean 
war which four years ago the Republicans 
exploited to the hilt. To many Americans 
it seemed a futile, hopeless kind of war 
that could not be won, even though it 
was costing more and more casualties. 
Republican orators labeled this a “Demo- 
cratic war” and Gen. Dwight D. Ejisen- 
hower promised if he was elected to fly to 
Korea to see what could be done about it. 


Criticism of Mr. Eisenhower’s foreign 
policy decisions and the conduct of Secre- 
tary of State John Foster Dulles has 
been widespread. This has been for the 
most part on an intellectual level and 
whether it has touched the mass of -voters 
in a vital spot is a question. The issue 
of tolerating neutral nations as against 
trying to persuade them to join in mili- 
tary alliances with the United States is 
fairly complicated and may not therefore 
influence more than a relatively small 
part of the electorate. 


Adlai E. Stevenson has been jabbing 
at the Eisenhower-Dulles conduct of for- 
eign policy. But he went considerably 
farther in what seemed a deliberate at- 
tempt to get the issue of defense and 
foreign policy down to a popular level 
by expressing the hope that the draft 
law could be repealed at the earliest 
moment. For holding out this crude kind 
of vote bait, Stevenson has been widely 
criticized. At his most recent press con- 
ference, the President took the opposite 
view, saying that in the light of America’s 
commitments, he did not see how the 
draft could possibly be repealed in the 
foreseeable Sure.

IN THE perriat. PHASE of the cam- 
paign, the controversy over foreign policy 
has taken place against the background 
of the acute crisis over Egypt's national- 
ization of the Suez Canal. But if this 


crisis ends, as it now seems likely to end, 
in accord with the plans and intentions

Here is the sequence that seems most 
probable: The canal users’ association to 
be formed next week will have a show- 
down with Egypt with a test ship with 
its own pilot. Egypt will almost certainly 
refuse to allow the ship to enter the 
canal. Britain, France and the United 
States will then take the issue to the 
United Nations, accusing Egypt a fla- 
grant violation of the me Bons dy By 1888. 

At the same time, there will go into 
operation the Dulles plan to ignore the 
canal, which will eventually become, in 


the phrase Ahe Secretary has used in 


arguing with Britain and France for this 
strategy, a “dry ditch.” This means oil 
shipments to Western Europe from this 
hemisphere—Venezuela and the United 
States. It means rerouting the biggest 
tankers around the Cape of Good Hope. 
Above all, it means that the United 
States foots the bill for the added cost 
to Britain and France. 


That contingency was argued among 
the top leaders of the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration. Secretary of the Treasury 
George M. Humphrey was reluctant to 
have Dulles make what would be in effect 
a promise to America’s Western European 
allies to pay a bill the size of which no 
one could foresee. The initial amounts 
to be obtained, as Dulles suggested at his 
press conference, through the Export- 
Import Bank would not be large. Eventu- 
ally, however, the Administration may 
have to go to Congress for several hun- 
dred millions of dollars to carry out a 
major rerouting of Mediterranean ship- 
ping. 

But Dulles argued that, whatever the 
cost, it would be far less than the cost 
of a shooting war in which the United 
States eventually would be involved. This 
will be the line of Republican orators 
who will claim in the weeks ahead that 
once again the President and his Secre- 
tary of State have saved the peace. 

Dulles professes to believe that the 
threat of war 10 days ago was grave. The 
orators in the campaign will represent 
him as having persuaded Britain and 
France to stop short of war and follow 
the course of moral restraint. 

It is not only in our elections, it might 
be added, that foreign policy gets in- 
volved. In May of 1955, when the foreign 
ministers of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization were meeting in Paris, Har- 


old Macmillan, at that time Prime Min- 
ister Eden’s Foreign Secretary, told 
Dulles it was imperative for the Conserva- 
tives in the British election just ahead 
that a meeting be agreed to between the 
heads of the Western powers and the 
leaders of the Soviet Union. Dulles gave 
a somewhat reluctant assent and the re- 
sult was the “summit” conference at 
Geneva. Secretary Dulles, in the course 
of his arguments with the British, is said 
to have reminded them of what he had 
conceded on the eve of their election, 
no reminder being necessary that the 
Republicans are now faced with an elec- 
tion test in which peace or war is an 
overriding consideration. 
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IN THE INFLAMED SITUATION in 
the Middle East,. with President Gamal 
Abdel Nasser in a trigger-happy mood 
and with the Israeli-Arab feud once again 
acute, the Dulles peace plan could be 
upset. Yet if a war were to break out, 
with the involvement of the United States 
a growing threat, the political effect 
seems fairly evident. 


Democratic strategists close to Steven- 
son qualify their growing confidence by 
saying that in the event of war all bets 
would be off. The instinctive reaction on 
the part of most voters, they are con- 
vinced, would be to keep the hero-general, 
with this long experience of war, at the 
helm. 

Reinforced by a peaceful settlement 
of the Suez crisis, if the Dulles plan 
works out, the Republican claim to be 
the party of peace will be an important 
factor in 1956, as it was in 1952 and 1954.

questionably taken hold. Republicans in 
Congress and some in the executive 
branch as well have worked hard to keep 
alive the charge that Democratic blun- 
ders and stupidity compounded by down- 
right treason were responsible for all the 
defeats America suffered in the decade 
following the end of World War II, Dulles 
has repeatedly deferred to the isolation- 
ists and ultra-nationalists in his party 
who have pressed these charges. 

That is one reason for the growing 
choflus of criticism which has come from 
the most knowledgeable experts in the 
foreign policy field. With varying degrees 
of emphasis, such specialists as George 
F. Kennan, at one time the State Depart- 
ment’s chief authority on Soviet Russia; 
Walter Lippmann, the columnist; James 
B. Reston, head of the New York Times 
Washington bureau; Professor Hans Mor- 
genthau of the University of Chicago, and 
Barbara Ward, the British writer, have 
condemned American policy as too rigid, 
too arbitrary, conditioned by domestic 
politics rather than the realities of the 
international scene. 
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THE LATEST AND ONE of the sever- 
est over-all criticisms is in a soon to be 
published book called “The New Isola- 
tionism,” by Norman A. Graebner of lowa 
State College. Graebner’s thesis is that 
Dulles, by deferring to the extreme ~ight 
wing members of his party, such as Sen- 
ator William F. Knowland of California, 
has made it impossible to carry out a 
flexible foreign policy and adjust to a 
world in which Communist power is a 
massive reality. The illusion of American 
omnipotence to alter any situation with- 
out regard either to friend or foe has, 
in Graebner’s view, frozen American pol- 
icy in hopelessly i1igid attitudes. 

This is one of the unfortunate conse- 
quences of campaign controversy in the 
foreign policy field. The danger is that 
each side will vie for the votes of tiiis 
or that bloc by making indiscriminate 
charges.

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Point of No Return 

The United States is fast approaching a point 
where its security and that of the free world 
will be dependent on nuclear weapons and nucle- 
ar ‘strategic thinking. The Air Force, with the 
tacit approval of Secretary of Defense Wiison, 
is leading the way but the Army and the Navy 
show that they want to hold back. 

This swift march toward the point of no re- 
turn is being made, as Gen. Thomas R. Phillips 
(Ret.) the Post-Dispatch military analyst, com- 
ments, “without public discussion or realization 
of the meaning of what is taking place.” 

The United States must of course be in a state 
of readiness to counter any nuclear aggressor 
with nuclear weapons, and future defense lies 
more and more with the new weapons as the 
years pass. But for the present there is too much 
evidence that the United States must also be 
able to meet any other nibbling aggression or 
any situation demanding “police action” without 
risking a nuclear war. Such military policy, in- 
stead of a nuclear one, should allow the freedom 
of action needed to best meet any military chal- 
lenge at any point. 

Hydrogen and atomic weapons were not 
adapted to the recent fighting in Indochina and 
in Korea. Nor would they be used to any ad- 
vantage in the world’s current trouble spots—. 
Egypt with the Suez crisis, the Burma-China 
border dispute and the always smoldering situ- 
ation in Formosa. 

* . - 

Yet Secretary of the Air Force Quarles chal- 

lenges particularly those critics who believe that 
feliance on small compact nuclear armed forces 
would increase exposure to small scala wars. 
Secretary Quarles contends that the threat of 
massive retaliation would deter a brushfire in- 
cident as well as it would deter a major nuclear 
war. 
“If it were obvious,” he said last month, 
“that limited aggressions would be met with the 
full force of atomic weapons, I do not believe 
such aggressions would occur.” 

The logic of this would be (say in case Red 
China pushed on into Burma) for the United 
States to warn, “If you do not withdraw then 
we will drop an atomic bomb on Shanghai.” It 
would be dangerous and foolhardy for the 
United States to be forced into such a position. 

Certainly the nation that begins an atomic 
war will start a holocaust in which dt stands to 
perish with its enemy. The Soviets have long 
ago caught up with us and have their big bomber 
fleets, their H-bombs and the conventional 
atomic bombs. Recently they have progressed 
unexpectedly in another way. Between Aug. 24 
and Sept. 10 they fired four atomic shots. The 
first three of these are known to have been 


- of less than megaton size and they indicate that 


the Soviets may well be abreast of us in tactical 
atomic weapons. 
* ° + 

It has been reasoned that the United States, 
Britain and Soviet Russia are at a stalemate in 
major nuclear weapons and that therefore there 
is little chance that these would be used in any 
war. But the Pentagon has been talking of its 
lead in small precision atomic weapons and how 
small units of infantry equipped with them are 
the equivalent of large bodies of conventional 
troops. If Soviet Russia now has these small 
weapons, which side would be first to fire one 
when it is aware the enemy too has them? 

As Joseph C. Harsch of The Christian Science 
Monitor writes: 

“We do not know where the salvo of three 
‘less than a megaton’ Soviet shots were 
aimed. But we can see plainly that it has 


0 the foundations of ‘massive retalia- 
on.’ ” 


The world situation makes it plain that if the 
United States wants to do its best to prevent 
the outbreak of any war it must, among other 
things, show beyond doubt that it is prepared to 
repel any aggressor. It can only assume that posi- 
tion if it has a dual defense force capable of 
fighting a conventional war of small proportions 
and also capable of fighting an all-out nuclear 
war if compelled to do so. 

Despite the mounting costs of labor, material 
and modern weapons such as the jet bomber, 
this is no time to offset these expenses with re- 
ductions in personnel. The economy achieved 
would not balance against the horrors of an 
atomic war or the frustration of being unable to 
defend our interests on a small and limited 
basis. 
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Further Lesson From Maine 

Both parties would do well to think twice be- 
fore they apply too many of the gimmicks that 
press agents design to overwhelm the prospec- 
tive voter and thus make him a saturated pros- 
pect at the polls. Take for example what the pub- 
lic relations gentry tried out on a statewide 
basis in Maine. 

In the last week before the election the Re- 
publican State Committee blanketed Maine with 
a series of newspaper advertisements designed 
to suggest wholesale desertion of Gov. Muskie’s 
supporters, Headed “I've switched to Bill Traf- 
tion,” each advertisement contained the picture 
and name of a Maine voter who said he voted 
for Gov. Muskie two years ago but who this 
year would vote against him. These {I've 
‘switched” advertisements flooded Maine at the 
peak of the campaign. The plain intent was to 
take a few instances of changed position and 
make them appear to characterize the whole 
state. 

The voters apparently paid no attention what- 
ever to this advertising agency blitz. Maine 
went to the polls and without batting an eye- 
lash more than doubled Gov. Muskie’s 1954 ma- 
jority from 22,000 to 55,000. Anytime anyone 
says the people can be made to buy anything 
just remember that they still spot a good many 
high-pressure stunts and pass them by. 
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Good for Good Old S.J. 

With pleasure, indeed a jolly laugh, we note 
that a St. Louis concern has been honored with 
mention by one of our favorite humorists, S. J.

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For Press Fairness in the Campai 
There is one marked contrast between 1 
and 1956 with respect to the presidential elec- 
tion campaigns. That is the greater deliberation 
being exercised this year by newspapers in an- 
nouncing their choice between the Republican 

and Democratic nominees. 

Four years ago some of the country’s leading 
newspapers announced their preference for 
Dwight D. Eisenhower in the winter of 1951-52. 
A large number had. declared themselves for 
him before the convention. Long before the 
election the preference was overwhelming. 

This gave rise to the “one-party press” charge 
and as a consequence various proposals to re- 
view the coverage of the 1952. campaign were 
made in and outside the press. Spot checks in 
some states showed that Complaint was fully 
justified. Thus far in the present campaign a 
look at the front pages of some of the leading 
newspapers suggests that reporting of the can- 
didates and their activities reflects a better 
balance in news presentation. 

As a check on the daily press, The New Re- 
public, a weekly journal of opinion published 
in Washington, has subscribed to air mail 
editions of 10 representative newspapers, some 
Republican, some Dembcratic and some inde- 
pendent. This is in order to report on news 
handling of the campaign in the eight weeks 
ahead, To supplement this, The New Republic 
invites readers to send in any examples of 
“misinformation or bias in the daily press.” 

What The New Republic is doing on a repre- 
sentative national basis, schools of journalism 
research departments might well do state by 
state. The journalism school at the University 
of Missouri, for example, could do few things 
more beneficial than to collect Missouri papers 
for such a study of the press in this state. Simi- 
larly the University of [Illinois School of Jour- 
nalism at Urbana would serve Illinois by mak- 
ing- such a collection—while the papers are 
readily available. , 

We hope and trust that the justified com- 
plaints of slanted and distorted news treatment 
will be very few and far between. As the great 
editor of The Manchester Guardian, Charles 
Prestwich Scott, said: “Comment is free; facts 
are sacred.” In the 1956 campaign let the news- 
papers exercise completely free choice in edi- 
torial preference and support—and the fairest 
possible presentation of the news. 
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Alaska Has a, Plan 

Plans are under way in Alaska for a demon- 
stration that ought to awaken the United States 
into realizing:how eager the people in our large 
northwestern territory are. for admission into 
the Union. 

When the territorial election is held Oct. 8, 
the voters will not_only elect the usual voteless 
delegate to Congress. This time they will elect 
two “Senators” and one “Representative.” These 
“legislators” will constitute the delegation in 
Washington to which the people of Alaska would 
be entitled if Congress had passed the state- 
hood bill at the last session. 

Both parties have nominated two candidates 
for Senator and a candidate each for the House. 
One of the Republican candidates for Senator 


_is Robert B. Atwood, editor and publisher of 


the Anchorage Times. Opposing Mr. Atwood will 
be former Gov. Ernest Gruening of Juneau, 
Democrat. Seeking the House seat as a Demo- 
crat is Ralph J. Rivers, Fairbanks, former mem- 
ber of the territorial Legislature and former 
Attorney General of Alaska. 

Incidentally Gov. Gruening, long an advocate 
of admission of this important territory, has 
written a book, “The State of Alaska” (Knopf) 
which anticipates the entry of Alaska into the 
Union. Excellent as well as compendious, the 
Gruening book makes the case for statehood 
from many points of view—defense. develop- 
ment, industry, education, public health, simple 
fairness to the residents who now are often ex- 
ploited by selfish interests and so on. 

The plan to elect “national legislators” and to 
send them to Washington results from a reading 
of the history of the United States. For several 
states speeded up the admission process’ a cen- 
tury ago by electing their representation in Con- 
gress and sending it to Washington prior to 
formal acceptance into the Union. 

It will be very interesting to see what happens 
when Alaska’s “Senators” and “House mem- 
ber” knock on the door of Congress next Jan- 
wary. If Hawaii were to do the same, perhaps 
both these patient territories might at last win 
their way to statehood.

Nehru’s Claim for Attention 

Prime Minister Nehru has sent Ambassador 
Krishna Menon to Cairo and London in another 
effort to find a peaceful settlement of the Suez 
dispute. With Egypt and the West getting ready 
for a contest to see which can hold its breath 
the longest, the prospects for mediation do not 
look too good. But this is a good time to re- 
member another intervention by Nehru in 
which he turned out to be spectacularly right. 

That was during the Korean war. United 
Nations forces had crushed the North Korean 
aggression and restored the dividing line at the 
thirty-eighth parallel. Nehru earnestly warned 
the U.N. Command not to drive beyond 
the parallel. To do so, he said, would bring 
Communist China into the war and ignite 
a new conflagration. But the West, convinced 
that China would not move, drove ahead for 
the Yalu, thus converting a necessary repulse 
of Red aggression into an unnecessary war for 
territory which in the end had to be given up. 
Much blood, toil and tears could have been 
avoided if Nehru's warning had been heeded. 

Nehru has no supernatural powers and he 
can be as wrong as anybody else. Yet it is just 
possible that he can interpret the Asian and 
Middle Eastern mind to the West in a way 
which Westerners themselves can profit by. 

Just now Nehru is telling the West that 
Nasser’s message to U.N. Secretary General 
Hammarskjold a week ago offers the basis for 
a possible Suez settlement. After refusing to 
attend the London conference or to accept the 
18-nation plan there developed, Nasser pro- 
posed that “a negotiating body” be formed to 
review the Constantinople Convention of 1888 
and seek agreements guaranteeing freedom of 
navigation through the canal. He specifically 
set forth a belief that agreements could be 
reached providing for upkeep and improvement 
of the canal, and the establishment of “just and 
equitable tolls.” He reiterated a readiness to 
“pay full compensation” to the shareholders of 
the nationalized canal company. 

How sincere this offer is could only be dis- 
covered by testing it in negotiations. Even at 
the worst, the West's position surely would be 
stronger if it -had negotiated and failed to 
achieve satisfactory guarantees than if it relied 
entirely on economic power and boycott to ex- 
press its will. Nehru js worth listening to.

What is the “last resort”? The For- 
eign Secretary said that for Britain the 
use of force must be a last resort, but 
that the time may come when vital 
interests must be protected. What does 
he mean? 

The “last resort,” properly regarded, 
will come only if Nasser moves on to 
further action—such as closing the ca- 
nal, or discriminating against the ship- 
ping of nations with which he claims 
to be at peace. 

Even then the issue ought to be 
taken to the United Nations before 
guns are fired. Britain has no moral 
right to start a war on its own, and the 
practical conse- 
quences of doing so 
would be disas- 
trous. 

The Govern- 
ment’s first im- 
pulse, when it saw 
what Nasser had 
done in nationaliz- 
ing the canal com- 
pany, was to go to 
war at once. Such 
a policy would have 
been madness. 

Yet the doubt 
and anxiety go 
deeper. Sir Anthony 
has never qualified

his declaration that the Government can 


not accept any arrangements which 
leave Egypt unfettered control of the 
canal. 

But what if Nasser still refuses any 
form of international control (as dis- 
tinct from supervision)? Almost cer- 
tainly in the Government’s eyes we 
should then have come to the “last re- 
sort.” The military landings in Egypt 
would begin. 

But that is not the only policy, nor 
the wisest one. The better alternative, 
surely, would be to bide our time. We 
should go te the limits in negotiation 
through the United Nations—putting 
the case for international control in 
reasoned terms, not with an underlying 
threat of force—and if Nasser refuses 
we should precipitate no trouble. Let 
him provide the cause for strong ac- 


. tion, not us. 


And while the process of persuasion 
goes on the Western Powers should 
take care not to aggravate the dispute. 
They should not talk of withdrawing 
the foreign pilots or boycotting the 
canal, Such action, in any event, would 
achieve the reverse of what they de- 
clare they want. It would prevent free 
navigation imstead of securing it. 

We must not act like caricatures of 
the old imperialists, or like people emo- 
tionally misled by echoes from history. 
Nasser is not Hitler, nor is the canal 
the Rhineland. Democratic government 
and individual liberty are not at stake, 
as they were twenty years ago, nor has 
Nasser yet broken any treaty. 

To go to war with Egypt, without 
just cause and international approval, 
will preserve neither our prosperity nor 
our moral integrity.

Col. Nasser has made his counter-of- 
fer. It is that there should be a restate- 
ment of the 1888 convention on free 
passage, “a binding arrangement” on 
equitable tolls, and an independent 
Egyptian authority to run the canal. 

The weakness of Nasser’s new plan 
is that doubts will remain, at least for 
some time, about the ability of an 
Egyptian authority to manage the canal 
alone. 

_ Inevitably the trading nations of the 
world will now look for alternatives to 
the canal. Nasser’s-complete rejection 
of international control must accelerate 
plans for building large tankers and 
for routing oil and freight round the 
Cape. That is the price Nasser—and 
the trading nations—will have to pay. 

Nevertheless there is everything to 
be said for taking up Nasser’s counter- 
offer. We should seek to translate it as 
quickly as possible into a firm treaty. 

The extent of the guarantees now of- 
fered by Nasser should be emphasized. 
If they can be fixed in a treaty, they 
will be the yardstick for his future con- 
duct. They will be a measure, ‘visible 
to the world, of whether he is stand- 
ing by his international obligations. 

He offers now—and it is a great 
change from his attitude at the begin- 
ning of the crisis—not only a restate- 
ment or renewal of the 1888 Conven- 
tion. He says that the canal will be oper- 
ated “without any discrimination or any 
exploitation whatsoever.” 

Far from milking its revenues for 
the Aswan dam, as he at first proposed, 
he now suggests that the canal authori- 
ty shall have an independent budget 
and be outside the normal Egyptian 
Governmental system. And he offers to 
enter the “binding arrangement” on 
equitable tolls and charges. 

The right course for the British Gov- 
ernment now is to do two things. First, 
it should join the other conveners of 
the London conference (the United 
States and France) in reporting the 
whole dispute to the Security Council. 
The report ought to be strengthened 
by an undertaking from Britain and 
France that they will not use military 
force without the authority of the 
United Nations. 

Secondly, the  conveners’ should 
recommend that negotiations be con- 
tinued through the United Nations. 
Having already shown that the case for 
international control was sensible and 
moderate, the Western Powers could 
hope to have gained a good deal of sym- 
pathy in the United Nations. 

That would help them in getting from 
Egypt the hardest terms, short of in- 
ternational control.

EORGE MOORE’S con- 

troversial novel “The 

Brook Kerith” which was 
first published In 1916 has 
now been reissued, possibly 
in consequence of the cur- 
rent discussion about the 
Dead Sea scrolls. These docu- 
ments, discovered in 1947, 
have led many scholars to re- 
affirm their belief that Jesus 
Christ was a member of the 
Essene brotherhood, an as- 
cetic Jewish sect with several 


communities in Palestine and . - 


Syria. Moore’s novel is based 
on the same belief though 
obviously derived from differ- 
ent sources, probably the 
writings of Josephus. 

What is crucial in “The 
Brook Kerith” however is 
the assumption that Jesus of 
Nazareth did not die upon 
the cross. Acco to the 
Biblical account in St. Mat- 
thew’s_ gospel Joseph of Ari- 
mathea “went to Pilate and 
begged the body of Jesus. 
Then Pilate commanded the 
body to be delivered. And 
when Joseph had taken the 
body he wrapped it in a clean 
linen cloth. And laid it in his 
own new tomb which he had 
hewn out in the rock.” At this 
point Moore gives a different 
turn to the narrative. 

As Joseph turns for a last 
look at the recumbent figure 
on the stone couch he detects 
signs of life.

OVEN about this lively 
Wien of Caty Greene is 
the story of the Conti- 
nental Army, its miserable 
defeats in mud and _ starvation, 
its prodigiously impossible 
victories. Here is a chapter of 
history engrossingly detailed 
in the gallantry of men in 
the despair of walking back- 
ward from Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia, in the bitterness 
of Valley Forge, in their val- 
jant stand against almost in- 
superable odds. 

Shirley Seifert’s way with 
history is diverting as well 
as sound, and this is as pain- 
less a posset of Colonial his- 
tory as you may hope to es. 
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Jesus had been a shepherd, 
tending the flocks of the Es- 
sene brotherhood in the hills 
near the Brook Kerith and it 
is to this vocation that He 
returns. The brethren make 
him welcome without know- 
ing what has happened to 
Him during the two years of 
His absence. 

As described in the novel 
Jesus, in the lonely days that 
follow, arrives at a new con- 
ception of Himself and His 
relationship to God. He now 
believes that in claiming to 
be the Son of God he was 
deluded, if not sinful and that 
the doctrines he preached 
were in many ways a denial 
of God's embracing love for 
all humanity. After under- 
going this inward struggle he 
is content to live out his sim- 
ple life without further spec- 
ulation on the Great Mys- 
teries. 

Then one day a stranger 
comes to the Brook Kerith, a 
man named Saul of Tarsus. 
In recounting the story of his 
life to the brethren Paul 
tells of his conversion to 
Christianity on the road to 
Damascus and his subsequent 
journeys to far places, preach- 
ing the gospel of Christ Cru- 
cified to Jews and Gentiles 
alike. When Jesus reveals His 
identity Paul is staggered; 
but soon convinces himself 
that this living man who calls 


“himself Jesus of Nazareth is 


merely a mad man. So he 
continues his journey to

A clue to Moore's 
own thoughts are provided in 
the words that Jesus speaks 
to Paul: “He who seeks the 
incorruptible crown starts out 
with words of love upon his 
lips to persuade men to love 
God, and finding that men 
do not heed him he begins to 
hate them and hate leads on 
into persecution.” 

Despite the poetic quality 
of “The Brook Kerith” it is 
not likely to shake the foun- 
Cations of Christianity.

PICKED this novel be- 
| cause I felt that I should 

at least sample the cur- 
rent crop of costume fiction 
and because its period, set- 
ting and theme interested me. 
I can report that it is a genu- 
ine cloak-and-dagger romance 
laid in the lusty, econspira- 
torial days of the sixteenth 
century when Spanish power 
was supreme over much of 
the world, and that it is a 
fast moving and exciting 
story with the great merit of 
being brief. 

It has an excelient plot, 
soundly based on historical 
fact—with which it takes only 
a permissible minimum of 
liberty—and full of suspense. 
It has a good cast of char- 
actérs—not too many to be 
confusing, and each one suf- 
ficiently etched in to become 
interesting, and each cred- 
ibly drawn. 

It has color, atmosphere, 
lots of intrigue, a dash of sex, 
and—to boot—a good love 
story, though not one that 
is exactly in the classic 
mould. The writing is excep- 
tionally taut, and without un- 
necessary verbiage. Finally, 
it has a theme of great his- 
torical importance and of 
deathless significance. What 
more could one want in a 
historical romance?

tempt that Philip II of 
Spain made upon the free- 
dom and liberties of the 
Netherlands when in 1567 he 
sent as his Captain General 
to reduce them to submission 
the great and terrible and 
power-hungry Duke of Alva 
with an army of Spanish 
veterans. 

Alva’s mission was to stamp 
out treason and heresy, and 
his method was the simple 
one of rigged justice, fol- 
lowed promptly by the gal- 
lows, and ruthless suppres- 
sion of all revolt.

HE consequences of that 
T ist were momentous 

for the history of Western 
Freedom-—and it is on that 
failure that author Stevenson 
has hung his tale. 

Very wisely he has con- 
fined himself to this one 
early episode in that long, 
fierce struggle. He- climaxes 
his plot with the execution, 
on a trumped up charge and 
summary trial, of the Neth- 
erlands’ great military hero, 
Count Egmont, and the bril- 
liantly contrived escape from 
a similar fate of the Prince 
of Orange.

too strong. Gabrielle van der 
Mal joined a Belgian nursing 
sisterhood whose motto is 
“Pray and Work.” But even- 
tually the supernatural spir- 
itual and emotional gymnas- 
tics of the nunnery which 
were designed to strengthen 
her conscience succeeded only 
too well. Perfect obedience to 
the strict discipline of the 
order became impossible 
when it went against her 
judgment, and she left the 
convent to join the Belgian 
underground in 1944. 

The intervening 17 years 
included a stint in an insane 
asylum, seven years nursing 
in a hospital in the Belgian 
Congo, and wartime nursing 
in a Belgian convent where 
she was simultaneously help- 
ing the underground. The 
Congo chapters have Dr. 
Schweltzer’s strong ‘“rever- 
ence for life,” but Sister 
Luke, supposedly trained to a 
fine point of obedience, ‘sub- 
missiveness and self-efface- 
ment, had also Schweitzer's 
original spirit, efficiency and 
pride in accomplishment. 
“Singularization” crept back 
into her life and in the end 
her work became more im- 
portant than perfect obedi- 
ence. 

The story of Sister Luke's 
struggle is divided into two 
parts. The first is her novi- 
tiate, a ballet-like, stylized 
discipline designed to devel- 
op to their fullest extent the 
spiritual muscles of anony- 
mity, perfect humility and a 
constantly alert and watchful 
conscience.

History With Important Lessons 


RUSSIA LEAVES THE WAR, by 
George F. Kennan. [Princeton ~ 
University Press, 5844 pgs.,

T is not just history for his- 
| torr sake that George F. 

Kennan, probably the fore- 
most expert on Soviet Russia 
in the United States and a 
veteran of. decades of policy 
planning in the State De- 
partment, has been writing at 
the Institute for Advanced 
Studies in Princeton, N. J. 
Mr, Kennan’s account of the 
Bolshevik seizure of power in 
Petrograd and the subsequent 
withdrawal of Russia from 
World War I is history with a 
lefson—or rather, two les- 
sons. 

The first of these is im- 
plicit in his revelation of the 
amazing lack of information 
in Washington and in Petro- 
grad in 1917 and 1918. The 
second—and the more impor- 
tant—is that such fogs of ig- 
norance and misinformation 
often are caused by amateur 
meddling ih the professional 
work of diplomacy: 

“There was no one alive 
in those years of 1917 and 
1918,” he remarks in his pref-

OSCAR NIEMEYER: WORKS IN

ATIN America, and es- 
pecially Brazil, has been

most hospitable to 
ern” architecture — much of 
it, unfortunately, bad archi- 
tecture as well. When a vis- 
itor to Rio de Janeiro finds 
in this welter of tortured 
concrete an example of ar- 
chitecture obviously not only 
good for Latin America but 
excellent and interesting in 
comparison with the best 
works of Le Corbusier or 
Frank Lloyd Wright, there is 
no need to ask the name of 
the architect: it could only 
be Oscar Niemeyer. 

In this book are some of 
his designs created since 
1950, many, as the author 
says “of a highly lyrical con- 
tent.” Which seems .to mean 
that like the Chinese Sung 
Dynasty potters nearly 1000 
years ago, Niemeyer — also 
using a plastic material, for 
the most part concrete—seeks 
to create beautiful forms, 
which at the same time are 
useful. 

These forms may resemble 
a section of an airplane wing, 
and be-a school auditorium, 
or they may be “free forms” 
borrowed from the hills and 
valleys of Rio—amd be the 
roof of the architect's own 
home. Niemeyer has a great 
deal of construction to his 
credit, though not all of the 
structures in the present vol- 
ume have been built. 

The most ambitious pro- 
posed building is a gigantic 
apartment hotel for Petrop- 
olis, hill resort above Rio. 
This, if built, would stand 
alongside one of the world’s 
worst architectural monstros- 
ities, the present Quitandinha 


hotel, and would contain 
murals by that great Bra- 
zilian artist, Aristido Por- 
tinari. Beauty and ugliness

HIS should not be inter- 
T preted as overbearing 

counsel that diplomats 
know best and all others 
should dance to their fiddle. 
It is, instead, the lesson to 
be drawn from the fact thet 
Americans—and least of all 
those stationed in Petrograd 
—did not recognize the real 
turning-point in .the Russian 
revolution, the quick and 
ruthless suppression of the 
Constituent Assembly by the 
Bolshevik minority. The As- 
sembly was allowed to meet 
for only one session and 
then under the bayonets of 
the Red Guard. 

Here Lenin and his asso- 
ciates moved out of the 
sphere of governments with 
at least a modicum of re- 
spect for parliamentary rule 
into the sphere of dictator- 
ship. This was the shaping 
event of the Soviet Union. 

A proper Western response 
to this high-handedness was 
made all the more difficult 
by the number of Americans 
in the old Russian capital 
who felt that they repre- 
sented the United States offi- 
cially or unofficially, all of 
them without adequate in- 
structions from Washington, 
and all more or less at cross- 
purposes. 

The first figure in this 
group, at least officially, was 
the United States ambassador, 
David R. Francis of St. Louis, 
dean of the diplomatic corps. 
Although without a deep 
knowledge of Russia or its 
language, this aging man did 
have courage. As Mr. Ken- 
nan's thorough study of the 
Francis papers in.the Mis- 
souri Historical Society 
helped to establish, his pol- 
icy was chiefly one of avoid- 
ing premature entanglement 


: with the new regime. . And he

can hardly be criticized for 
this since the White House 
and the State Department 
continued to profess respect 
for the Russian people while 
waiting for the end of the 
war to make the solution of 
the problems of the revolu- 
tion part of the general peace 
arrangement.

OV. FRANCIS often was 

disturbed by the presence 

of William Boyce Thomp- 
son, head of the American 
Red Cross: Commission, and 
his associate and successor, 
Raymond Robins, both of 
whom seemed to feel that 
they were the real ambassa- 
dors. They entered into much 
closer relations with Lenin 
and Trotsky than did Fran- 
cis. Edgar Sisson, representa- 
tive in Russia of George 
Creel’s Committee on Public 
Information, also plunged 
deeply into affairs. He was 
the leader in an effort to 
bring about the recalb of 
Francis, a disgraceful busi- 
ness in which both President 
Wilson and Secretary of State 
Landis upheld the former 
Missouri governor. 

Then there was Brig. Gen. 
William V. Judson, both the 
Embassy's military attache 
dnd head of a Military Mis- 
sion, who also claimed some 
latitude for action independ- 
ent of the Ambassador. He 
was finally recalled. Still an- 
other in this set was Arthur 
Bullard, the friend and “rep- 
resentative” of Col. House. 
And there was the mysterious 

Alexander Gumberg, prob- 
ably the man who brought to- 
gether the unofficial Ameri- 
can representatives and the 
new rulers of Russia. 

All of’ these had high mo- 
tives. They sought to serve 
their country. To a greater 
or less degree, they advo- 
cated informal recognition of 
the new regime as a device 
for American influence in 
Petrograd. Sometimes they 
worked together. Sometimes 
they quarreled. Sometimes 
they were of service to the 
Ambassador. Sometimes they 

ignored him. In sum, they 
confused confusion.

N this first volume of a 
| trree-voiume study of “So- 

viet - American Relations, 

1917-1920," Mr. Kennan care- 
fully reworks much of the 
history of the days which, in 
John Reed’s not inappropri- 
ate phrase, “shook the world.” 
But he examines it from 
the special view of the rela- 
tionship of what are today 
the two great world powers. 
In harmony with the other 
Allies, America’s objective 
then was to “keep Russia in 

the war.” Yet the Germans 
knew that Russia was out of 
the war and they were mov- 
ing divisions to the Western 
front before the Bolsheviks 


asked for terms. It was the_ 


West which was too slow to 
realize that further military 
action by Russia had become 
impossible, so when the Bol- 
sheviks signed the armistice 
most Americans felt they had 
been betrayed. 

That better information 
might have changed the broad 
shape of things is doubtful 
The Bolsheviks were as de- 
termined as they were des- 
perate. George Kennan is not 
their defender. But more 
competent diplomatic repre- 
sentation might have saved 
us from illusion and disillu- 
sion. The lesson now as then 
is that governments are bést 
guided by facts and prin- 
ciples. Such guidance is work 
for professionals. It is not to 
be expected from disorganized 
dash-and-run methods.

The purchaser of today’s new 
home is getting a better built 
house than has ever been avail- 
able to the American public. 
Sweeping as is this statement, 
it is nevertheless the fact. 
Great progress has been made 
in recent years in technical con- 
struction developments. Con- 
stant research, field testing, and 
experimentation in building 
methods are paying off in im- 
proved construction and in hold- 
ing down building costs. The 
cost of new homes is notable in 
the economy as advancing less 
than almost all other necessi- 


es. 

National Home Week gives us 
a chance to review some of the 
things that have happened in an 
industry that has moved from 
hammer and saw into produc- 
tion engineering. Because of 
their nature, these develop- 
ments are not always obvious to 
the layman, but they are there 


just the same. 

Many things have happened 
to the structure of the average 
home. Instead of being as- 
sembled out of individual pieces 
of lumber, the frame and walls 
of today’s house are more likely 
to be erected out of sections 
and components. The definite 
trend today is to erect houses 
made out of pre-assembled 
parts. Entire walls are fre- 
quently built, and then are 
tilted into place. 

Trusses Save Money. 

Traditional ceiling joists and

Look Ahead 


There’s a truism connected 
with the residential building 
industry to the effect that the 
smart builder never completes 
one project before he’s well 
into another. This seems to go 
double (or triple) for Fischer 
& Fritchel, Inc., for they cur- 
rently have three major devel- 


opments under way in St. Louis, 


County—Barrett Brae, in Kirk- 
wood; Frostwood, in Berkeley; 
and the big new Carrollton, in 
West St. Louis county. 


“We try to keep one large, 


low cost development and one 
relatively small, medium price 
project going at the same time,” 
Edward F, Fischer, presi- 
dent of Fischer and itchel. 
“Before we were out of Heather 
Hill, our medium priced Olivette 
subdivision, we started assem- 
bling land for Barrett Brae. All 
was taking place while we 
were going full blast on Frost- 
wood, a 633-home project.” 
Now, with less than a dozen 
homes left in Frostwood, the 
Barrett Brae project is going 
ahead at a rapid clip. But just 
as Barrett Brae was being start- 
ed, Fischer began assembling 
land (some 410 acres) for the 
company’s most ambitious proj- 
ect, Carrollton. 
Type of Thinking. 
Carrollton is located on Nat- 
ural Bridge road a mile and a 
half northwest of Lindbergh 
boulevard. It is a continuation 
of the type of thinking that has 
resulted in other Fischer & 
Frichtel contemporary develop- 
ments, crisp, clean architectural 
lines, thoughtful land planning, 
and roomy houses. Yet, certain 
added features of the 1200-home 
development have made it unus- 


ual enough to command na-| 


tional attention; for example, a 
communty-owned recreation 
area. 

This recreation area will 
consist of a fan-shaped, olym- 
pic-sized swimming pool, 
smaller children’s pool, an ad- 
jacent bath house, and a huge 
community center.

ognize that the witch doctors 
specialize in “sickness which 
comes from the spirit.”,. For 
broken bones or specific dis- 
ease, they usually go to the 
white man’s hospital. 

Black magic, usually connect- 
ed with intent to do evil, is 
hated and feared by the Bagan- 
da. By law, its practitioners can 
be imprisoned or put to death. 
But evidence and witnesses are 
hard to come by. Convictions 
nearly always are based on pos- 
session of witchcraft imple- 
ments—antelope horns filled 
with herbs, goat hairs and pieces 
of dried flesh, monkey bones, 
— teeth, nameless pow- 

ers. *e2e 


White magic, however, is an 
accepted feature of Baganda 
life. Tribesmen consider it a 
link between the flesh and 
spirit worlds. Most families who 


live away from town have their 
‘spirit houses,” special huts 
dedicated to the ghost of illus- 
trious ancestors. The hut must 
be built in one day by the wom- 
an of the family. A fire is al- 
ways kept burning and a ghost 
drum stands in the corner. 

In times of trouble or sick- 


ness, the family gathers in the | 


hut and the witch doctor is 
called in to beat the drum and 
invoke the gods. 


Such gatherings are held only 
in serious cases. The gods would 
be angered by trivialities. Be- 
sides, the witch doctors charge 
as much as the traffic will bear, 
anywhere from a chicken to 
hundreds of dollars and several 
cows. 


Most Baganda gods can be 
traced to legendary figures in 
the tribe’s past, like Kibuka, 
god of war. 


Every few generations, the 
Baganda say, Kibuka is reincar- 
nated in a living person. The 
latest “Kibuka” is still living— 
and serving 20 years in jail. 

Less than two years ago a 
native truck driver climbed a 
tree on a hill near Kampala, 
overlooking a shrine where the 
first white missionary estab- 
lished his chapel, and pro- 
claimed that Kibuka had taken 
possession of his body. 

For two weeks he stayed in 
the .tree, preaching and exhort- 
ing, while his following steadily 
increased. 

Two detectives who joined 
the audience were manhandled. 
A posse of native police was 
routed, its officer killed. Using 
tear gas, batons and shotguns, 
a hundred government police 
fought a pitched battle with 
2000 tribesmen.

Kibuka‘and his brother gods 
are the spiritual heritage of the 
jungle. Together with the 
witch doctor intermediaries, 
they constitute a force against 
which Christian missionaries 
have battled for centuries with 
varied success. 

There are many cases of pa- 
gans seeking Christian burial 
and of Christians who demand 
pagan funeral rites. And in 
everyday life, there are many 
who profess themselves Chris- 
tians, yet dabble in witchcraft. 

In times of stress many a 
Christianized African tries to 
touch all bases in hope of. ob- 
taining relief from his troubles. 

So long as this duplicity con- 
tinues, neither modern science 
nor hospitals nor missionaries 
can drive the witch doctor from 
his hut.

storming room” at an appointed 
hour to cope with a specific 
problem (i.e., how to acquaint 
the public with the need to 
redecorate the meditation room 
of the United Nations and gain 
its financial support in raising 
the necessary $15,000). 
Creative Yellow. 

The brainstorming room at 
B.B.D.0. has yellow walls, yel- 
low curtains. The “stormers” 
use yellow paper and yellow 
Pencils. (Deliberately, says 
Pleuthner, for yellow js reputed 
to be a “creative” color.) The 
room is furnished in unpainted 
pine, which, he says, provides 
a refreshing, stimulating scent. 
All sessions are built around 
food—a morning coffee break 
or a picnic-type luncheon— 
served at the table. Pleuthner 
encourages light conversation 
on all topics except the prob- 
lem during the eating period. 
This provides a relaxed atmos- 
phere. 

When it's a closed client ses- 
sion, none of the employes 
working on the account under 
consideration is permitted on 
the panel: the idea is a fresh 
approach. It is suggested that 
panelists be on just about the 
Same rung of the organization's 
ladder, too, for experience has 
shown that the presence-of an 
executive vice president can 
clam up a secretary or file clerk 
who might otherwise be brim- 
ful of ideas. 

Ground Rules.

Stormers with an idea are in- 
structed to raise their hands. If 
one has an idea suggested by 
another idea—this is called a 
_“hitchhike’—he snaps his fin- 
gers so the chairman can call 
‘on him before the parent 
thought has evaporated. 

During the brainstorming on 
the redecorating of the U.N. 
meditation room, (this reporter 
was a panelist) we beat p ifn 
ideas in 60 minutes. Later, 
when critical judgment was 
permitted to be used by spe- 
cialists, the list was trimmed to 
15 for further consideration. 
This, Pleuthner explained, was 
fine; anything over 10 per cent 
usable is magnificent; 5 per 
cent and over makes the whole 
thing extremely worthwhile. 

. Ideas on Delinquency. 

At a fast-moving Buffalo ses- 
sion on juvenile delinquency, 
suggestions included calling 
such teen-agers “nincompoops” 
instead of delinquents, shaving 
dekinquents’ heads, lengthening 
the school year, placing parents 
on probation— and persuading 
young hoodlums to brainstorm 
a solution for the prevention of 
hoodlumism! 

All sorts of problems have 
been thrown to storming panels 
_in business. 

Nonexperts have been asked 
to concentrate on such knotty 
problems.as: How to sell 75,- 
000 cases of soap in a blue 
wrapper so that a new pink 
wrapper could be introduced, 
and how to get children to in- 
sist that their mothers bring 
them up to a certain brand of 
bread.

AY 24, 1956: 1600 hours: 

during the tow by “The 

Promise,” a fishing trawler, 
the rope has broken four times 
in five miles. Let us hope this 
is not an omen for the whole 
journey. Finally “The Promise” 
has slipped the tow and now 
we are sailing by our own 
means. 

1930 hours: We establish our 
first radio contact with VE10C, 
an amateur operator in Dart- 
mouth, Nova Scotia. We tell 
him “the sea is good and the 
wind favorable.” We are going 
to spend our first night at sea. 
Watches are arranged. Jose 
takes from 2000 hours to 2200, 
Mare from 2200 to midnight, 
Gaston from midnight to 0200 
and myself from 0200 to 0400. 
While one is awake three will 
sleep in the cabin. The cabin 
is small—10 feet long, seven 
feet wide and four feet high. 
But there is room for two in 
hammocks and one on the floor. 

May 25: We have tried to 
catch .some fish, without result. 
Our first meal is meager-—-two 
slices of bread, a bowl of soup 
and a cold boiled potato with 
salt. We must start rationing 
immediately, We have enough 
food for 100 days in the ex- 
treme—if we catch fish as well. 
We have 110 pounds of pota- 
toes, 34 pounds of rice, 10 
pounds of flour and 10 pounds 
of dried beans. We also have 
10 pots of pickled pork tongues, 
70 small jars of meat paste, 40 
tins of soup, 13 tins of corned 
beef, four tins of pork loaf and 
three tins of sausages. One jar 
of meat paste will be a meal for 
us and the kittens. We have 
50 tins of apple juice. We will 
use this for water when our 
supply of bottled water runs 
out, 

Today the bread is from a 
fresh loaf. For the future we 
have 17 sliced loaves which we 
toasted ashore. Now they are 
secure in bags sealed with wax. 
1900 hours: We try to estab- 
lish contact with amateur radio 


enthusiasts. Our signal is strong 
but our modulation weak. They 


cannot understand us. Marc is 
not a trained radio operator.

June 4: After some clear 
weather we are in fog again. 
This morning we saw a school 
of porpoises—but still we have 
caught no fish. Our food ration 
is the lightest possible—some 
potatoes, a tin of apple juice 
for four, and three slices of 
bread. We were relying on a 
great deal of fish, but it’s 12 
days since we left Halifax with- 
out yet succeeding in catching 
one wretched little fish. 

June 5: Today we reduced 
the bread ration. Now we have 
only one slice of bread per 
meal. Going to try another 
radio contact with VEIFJ of 
Sable island. But contacts are 
becoming more and more diffi- 
cult each day we get farther 
from the island. Now I can see 
we are going to be separated 
from the rest of the world for 
a long time. But still I do not 
think I am crazy to try this 
trip. 

Last year I had moments of 
doubt. When we built the first 
raft last year I was told of the 
stupidity of my efforts. But 
L’Egare I was wrecked by the 
rocks of Newfoundland, not by 
the sea. Now I know the de- 
sign of L’Egare II is right. We 
are away from the rocks and 
we will cross the sea. But how 
I wish it had not been neces- 
sary for us to economize so 
much. We must be content to 
fix our position approximately 
only, by sighting the sun. We 
have no chronometer because it 
cost $3000, arid even now we 
are $6000 in debt. But I must 
not complain. We have friends 
in Montreal who believe in us, 
and the people of Halifax gave 
us our rubber dinghy.

UNE 8, 1200: Still no fish! If 
J we had fine weather it seems 

to me that our life on board 
would be more pleasant and 
much more bearable.

Marc says “when you see two 
little innocent creatures in the 
middle of nowhere, unaware of 
dangers, and calm and trusting 
in you, it braces your own 
courage.” 

June 14: Our food ration gets 
lower from day to day. This 
evening we tried eating “les 
fruits de mer” — seaweed 
dressed up as a Salad. It is 
most disgusting and stinks: to 
high heaven of iodine.

UNE 18: 1400 hours: Life on 
J board has been calm for the 

last couple of days but we 
have only one wish—to leach 
the Grand Banks off Newfound- 
land so we can get into the gulf 
stream that will carry us to 
Europe. 1800 hours: Jose is still 
ill and disconsolate. He no 
longer takes his watch but 
merely sleeps. In other words 
we have a passenger on board. 
This afternoon one of the kit- 
tens, Puce, stole a bit of tongue 
from the hook at the end of 
our fishing line. We are very 
worried, for he must have 
eaten the hook as well. We will 
see how he is tomorrow. 

June 20, 0800: Puce is well 
and now Jose will be well too! 
I sighted a trawler to the star- 
board, coming straight for us. 
She was the “Investigator iI,” 
a Canadian government vessel 
studying marine life. The cap- 
tain, William Barboux, called 
out to ask if all was well, and 
I told him about Jose. Barboux 
lowered a long boat and soon 
Jose was safely aboard, on his 
way to St. John’s, Newfound- 
land. Now there are only three 
of us on L’Egare even though 
Jose was sick and unable to 
work he was one of us. Now 
there a sudden, strange empti- 
ness on the raft. 

June 21: A good radio contact 
but bad news. Tomorrow there 
will be a southerly wind—25 to 
40 m.p.h. That means a gale. 

June 23: The wind has been 
blowing full from the south for 
two days. We are now enly 60 
thiles from the gulf stream but 
we cannot reach it. For that 
we need a north or northwest 
wind, or west or southwest. 
At this moment our two 
kittens .are sitting on the 
logbook. They look at me, sadly, 
I think. Perhaps they would 
prefer being in Matane, in the 
Gaspe, where they were born. 
They are brothers, and a friend 
sent them to me when they 
were only three weeks old, they

on board is moving. Every- 
thing we've hung inside the 
cabin beats against the ‘sides. 
We have recorded a fall from 
1020 to 1010 millibars on the 
barometer in less than an hour. 
This is not reassuring. 


June 24, 0100 hours: The 
wind is now calmer, showing 
a slightly westerly tendency. 
Let’s hope it keeps this way 
long enough for us to reach the 
Gulf Stream. 1100: It is now 
calm enough for us to have a 
game of cards. When we first 
played a few days ago we de- 
cided we would not choose 
gambling games of skill but 
ones that were won or lost 
largely by luck of the cards. 
After all we are here together 
in the hands of destiny! We 
played belote, with 32 cards. 

Mare decided, slyly, to try 
some cheating but when we 
caught him at it he protested 
“If I cannot cheat with friends 
who will risk their lives with 
me, then with whom may I 
cheat?” I thought this was a 
reasonable answer but we pun- 
ished Mare by putting him to 
work with a chisel—and he cut 
some rough checkers from the 
logs of the raft. From a box 
he also made a board. From 
now on, Gaston and I decided, 
checkers would be our game 
with Marc.

E have some reading mate- 
W rial aboard—a few old mag- 
azines, but I have not the 
patience for much reading. Still 
the magazines come in handy. 
We roll up a page into a paper 
ball and by throwing it on the 
water we can estimate our 
speed. One of us stands at the 
bow and throws in the paper, 
another stands at a marker 17 
feet along the raft. We know 
if it takes 10 seconds to pass 
the paper we are doing one 
knot, five seconds two knots. 
June 25, about 0700 hours: 
Mare and I decide to try to 
catch some cod with our jigger 
—an imitation herring made of 
lead. Within an hour Mare 
heaves from the water a 10- 
pound cod. Our first fish! I 
try my luck but without result, 
and tired after pulling on the 
line for 10 minutes. I hand it 
back to Mare who brings out @ 
second cod a few seconds later. 
He says it is his most thrilling 
moment of the trip—a moment 
he would not trade for $1000. 
It is an event none of us would 
trade—our first fish in 32 days, 
Now we have a big meal—three 
slices of cod each.

Throughout State

N OT long ago at Possum Trot Farm we received from 


with the title “An Introduction to the Geologie History 


*. @f Missouri.” The paper contains answers to’ many ques-

tion often asked us by 
visitors and correspond- 
ents. 

Generally the first 
thing anyone interested in 
the geology of Missouri 
wants to know is, “What 
are the basic rocks that 
underlie our soils, and 
crop out here and there, 
especially in the Ozark re- 
gion?” The geologists rec-

"These rocks crop out chiefly today in the St. Francois Moun- 
, tains of Iron, Washington, St. Francois, Madison, and

form of porphyry and granite knobs of which Pilot Knob 
_ is an excellent example.

x « * 
ROCKS are those deposited by seas, 


lakes, streams, glaciers and wind. They commonly appear in 

‘parallel layers or stratified as is shown in many outcrops 

* of limestone, sandstone and shale. There are several such 
limestone layers in the Ozarks which would indicate many 
different inundations of a major sort, all of them occur- 
ring in prehistoric times. Metamorphic rocks as we know 
them in Missouri are generally fragments which have been 
carried in during periods of glaciation, These are actually 
sedimentary rocks which have been altered by heat or 

“pressure to produce other forms; limestone changed to 
marble, shale to slate and granite to gneiss. 


ee ee 
Exploring a bit further, we can assume that 
as the molten rock which originally covered the 
surface of Missouri cooled, it was gradually carved 
into mountains and valleys by ancient rivers. Then 
the seas rolled in and mud, clay, sand and gravel 
were carried to them by the streams. Sea organ- 
isms lived and died and their skeletons were de- 
. posited on the bottom to harden and form suc- 
cessive layers of limestone. Mud and clay became 
shale; sand turned to sandstone and the process 
went on for countless centuries.

@ THE LAND AREA we now call Missouri has been alter- 

nately sea bottom and dry earth at many times during its 

geologic history: And that these were vast seas we know 

by the traces of similar limestone layers which are found 
* as far away as New York and Montana. The fossil life in 

the rock also indicates extensive—and successive—oceans, 

for corals, shell-fish and other organisms which live only 
» in great bodies of water are commonly found. 


Since these ocean inundations, which probably occurred 


* as much as 400,000,000 years ago and even earlier, three 
"major geologic influences have shaped the Missouri land- 


scape. 


First is the arching or upheaval that created the 


Ozarks by pushing the bed-rock upward. Next comes the 
effect of erosion and weathering which created the rugged 
character of the hills and removed the over-lying sedi- 
mentary layers from the areas which now show granite 
and porphyry. The third influence is glaciation which, pro- 
ceeding as far south as the present course of the Missouri 
river, covered the plains with a deep layer of gravel, sand 
and clay. 


x* *« * 

Beveridge defines the Ozark Mountains as bor- 
dering in the north on the bluffs that line the north 
side of the Missouri river, on the east on the Missis- 
sippi as far south as Cape Girardeau, thep turning 
southwest; on the west on a line running from about 
Sedalia to Springfield and sharply westward; on the 
south, continuing into Arkansas, This takes in the 
foothills as well as many fairly level plateaus such 
as those around Rolla and Lake of the Ozarks which 
can hardly be called mountainous at all. 

* 
@ IT SEEMS PROBABLE that such very old areas as the 
granitic St. Francois hills were not sa much pushed up 
above the surrounding plain, ag they were left standing 
by the forces of erosion. Yet they were undoubtedly higher 
than the surrounding country, for here we find the sedi- 
mentary limestofes relatively untouched. Many of the 
streams that wind today through the Ozark hills flow 
down courses established many thousands of years ago. 
Sometimes, encountering the hard knobs of granite and 


*" porphyry, they continued to cut thelr way downward to 


create the miniature canyons which, in Missouri, we call 
“shut-ins.”’ 

There is also an extremely interesting explanation for 
the crooked courses of the Ozark rivers. Along about the 


time that the dinosaur was becoming extinct and the tiny 
ancestor of the modern horse appeared, the Ozarks had 


‘been worn down to a flat plain where sluggish streams de- 


veloped meandering channels like that of the present 


»» Mississippi. Then when later upheavals occurred, the Ozark 


streams stayed in their old channels to cut the deep valleys 
now characterizing the whole region. - 

Finally, the difference between the Ozarks and other 
areas of Missouri and the Midwest is not so much one of 
elevation as of ruggedness; of the distance from bottom of 
valley to top of mountain. There are plenty of areas in 


"Missouri outside the Ozarks with elevations of as much as 


° 


1200 feet, while Buford and Taum Sauk and Johnson Moun- 
tain rise about 1770 at the highest. But in other parts of 
the state a rise of 200 feet from valley to hilltop is maxi- 
mum, while in our mountains this rise may amount to as 
much as 800 feet. Here in Belleview valley, for example, 
our farm lies at between 950 and 1000 feet, while just to 
east there is a 750 foot rise to the crest of Buford.

LOT of visitors to the 

Jubilee, who had not been 

east of Twelfth street in 
years, are remarking about how 
downtown St. Louis has changed 
between Broadway and the 
river. Third street is wide 
modern and a little frightening. 
The backyard of the Old Court- 
house has been planted with 
grass and neat little trees, and 
across Fourth street a grass 
covered plaza reaches down to- 
ward the river. 

Most of the old landmarks 
have disappeared, and it is only 
natural that physical changes 
should bring about a change of 
character in the neighborhood. 

How much it has changed was 
brought home to us when we 
received a notice in‘the mail 
the other day that Frank 
Nuderscher was moving his 
studio out of the Granite build- 
ing at Fourth and Market and 
out to (naturally) Clayton. 
Nuderscher, a dean among St. 
Louls artists, has occupied a 
studio in the buildfng, off and 
on, since the turn of the cen- 
tury. Back in those days the 
Granite building, and the part 
of the city surrounding it, was 
a sort of Bohemia, where artists, 
writers and photographers both 
lived and had their studios. 
Nuderscher is the sole survivor, 
and now he, too, is going. 

With the sense of participat- 
ing in the end of an era, we 
dropped in to see him in his 
big studio on the third floor. 
We found him sitting in the 
middle of the studio, looking 
like a man who wonders 
how to go about packing a 
half century of impedimenta. 
Twenty-five years of the Na- 
tional Geographic, tied up with 
rope, stood by the door waiting 
to go to Boys Town at St. 
James, Nuderscher’s huge col- 
lection of art books already had 
gone to the Clayton Library. 

The studio looks like an art- 
ist’s studio should, Disorgan- 
ized but comfortably cluttered. 
It's a big room, 20 feet wide 
and nearly 40 feet long.

said, “can you ever again find 
buildings with 13-foot ceilings?” 

At one end of the room were 
stacks of pictures, leaning 
against the wall, piled on easels 
and stacked on tables. Book- 


cases, cabinets and an old buf- 
fet served as receptacles for 
odds and ends and places for 
candlesticks, bits of statuary 
and vases to repose. 


At the north end of the room 
was an easel with a table beside 
it holding jars filled with doz- 
ens of brushes of all sizes and 
shapes, tubes of paint and other 
paraphernalia of the artist. On 
the easel was a large landscape, 
but the artist was not working 
on it. It was one he had painted 
and sold a quarter of a century 


ago and had been sent back for

It 
was purchased by the late W. 
K. Bixby, civic leader and phil- 
anthropist, who encouraged the 
young artist to paint St. Louis

Bixby had Nuderscher do one 
of the murals there. 

Gazing out the window to- 
ward the river, Nuderscher 
talked of the district as it used 
to be. He feels that St. Louis 
is careless of its possessions, 
too quick to destroy old land- 
marks. Even the riverfront, he 
feels, should have been pre- 
served and restored. 


“When I first moved into the 
Granite building,” Nuderscher 
recalled, “this was a very inter- 
esting neighborhood. The South- 
ern Hotel and the Planters 
Hotel were still going.

used to stroll through the river- 
front, recruiting models. There 
was “Whisky Mary” for in- 
stance, who was well known in 
the district. 

One time Mrs. Nuderscher 
brought in a man she found on 
a doorstep who had a very in- 
teresting face and a distin- 
guished manner. He turned out 
to be a broken-down Shakes- 
pearean actor from Germany, 
and Nuderscher recalls how the 
man used to sit and recite Ham- 
let in German while having his 
portrait painted. 

Nuderscher still has many 
of these paintings he made of 
riverfront. derelicts, and he 
brought them out and showed 
them to us. 

“If they were not too drunk 
and didn’t smell too bad,” he 
laughed, “they made wonderful 
models. They couldn't get over 
being paid for doing nothing 
but sitting.” 

Vigorous and gray-haired and 
looking much younger than his 
years (the number of which he 
doesn’t want printed), Nuder- 
scher feels a little sad about 
leaving the old neighborhood, 
but then nearly everyone else 
has gone and he has only mem- 
ories for company. As for the 
future, he plans to go right on 
painting and teaching. 

“Titian,” he said with a wink, 
“was 99 vears old when he did 
his very best work.”

THERE WERE some cooler 
summers thereafter, Harris 
adds. He explained that dust 
particles do not absorb solar 
radiation but only scatter it, 
making the heat bombardment 
less direct. Some scientists 
would therefore argue the 
Krakatoa dust screen was not 
as effective as the figures 
would indicate, since they are 
for direct radiation only. 


While much of the necessary 
material is stamped secret, it 
is generally believed that no 
single nuclear bomb test has 
produced a crater or eruption 
anywhere near the size 
Krakatoa. 


Experts, such as Robert List 
of the U.S. Weather Bureau 
concede in theory the possibil- 
ity that enough nuclear bombs 
could produce a dust screen 
that would cool the entire earth 
for years, even decades. 

But it is an academic ques- 
tion, List says. If that many 
bombs were exploded in a nu 
clear war, then there would be 
no one left on earth to enjoy 
the cool summers.

and played all sports, usually 
with only moderate skill, but 
nearly always with extraordin- 
ary intensity. We never went to 
the movies, never watched TV 
—never watched anything. Many 
of us had daily calisthenics. Is 
it any wonder that the older 
generation seems to have great- 
er endurance than the younger 
generation?” 


Teen-agers are living a fast 
pace today. Boys and girls want 
thrills and excitement. They 
drive their hot rods at break- 
neck speed, renounce the i11 
o'clock curfew, go steady at 14, 
and many are married before 
leaving their teens. This zeal- 
ous life leaves little room for 
such dull topics as health and 
physical well-being. 

Boys and girls are plagued 
by poor posture, underdevel- 
oped bodies, malnutrition, in- 
adequate strength, flabby mus- 
cles and lack of vitality. Much 
of this is caused by inattention 
to health habits. Too many 
young persons skip breakfast, 
gulp a soft drink and candy bar 
for lunch, hit the sack after the 
clock strikes 12 even on school 
hights, ride instead of walk to 
school, and substitute TV for 
active play. 

This degeneration in observ- 
ing good health practices occurs 
just when their youthful bodies 
are going through a period of 
rapid growth—when health pat- 
terns are being formed and de-

velopment is dependent on 
proper rest, nutrition and exer- 
cise. It's a time when there 
should be major stress on build- 
ing a strong, healthy body which 
will help to attain life’s goals. 
Dreams of success, a career, and 
marriage will more often be 
fulfilled when health require- 
ments are met. 

None of us wants to go back 
to the “good old days.” We like 
our high standard of living 
with all its conveniences. At 
the same time we want to sal- 
vage our vitality, strength and 
fitness. In order to do this, we 
will have to plan ways and 
means to counteract some of 
the shortcomings of today’s liv- 
ing. This is especially impor- 
tant for children and youth who 
are building bodies and habits 
which will stay with them for 
many years. An old crippled 
uncle of mine used to say, 
“Sure wish I could trade in this 
bag of bones for a new model.” 
Unfortunately, we cannot buy a 
new chassis when the old one 
starts giving us trouble. Unlike 
the automobile, our bodies must 
last a lifetime. To have them 
run properly we must give them 
skilled servicing and mainte- 
nance, and see that they are 
driven with care and consid- 
eration. 


Many people do not under- 
stand physical fitness and how 
it is attained. When a person 
possesses physical fitness, his 
heart and other organs of the 
body are medically sound, there 
is proper body development ac- 


cording to age and sex, and he 
has good posture. ‘ Dr. Morris 
Fishbein put it this way: “Phys- 
ical fitness means more than 
just ability to get around with- 
out suffering. It means the 
kind of abundant and buoyant 
health that gives you drive and 
energy that are necessary for 
happiness under modern condi- 
tions of work and living.” 

Boys and girls can develop 
this buoyant health by eating a 
nutritious diet, getting proper 
rest and sleep, and providing 
for plenty of exercise and rec- 
reation. Also important are 
good health habits, which in- 
clude daily bathing, care of 
teeth and abstinence from to- 
bacco and alcohol,

1. Understand physical fitness

lescents sometimes feel mothers 
and fathers are thorns in their 
sides, at the same time they us- 
ually heed their advice. This is 
especially true if what we say 
makes sense. And, the only way 
we can do this is to know the. 
facts—in this case about physi- 
cal fitness. 


Children cannot be expected 
to take an interest in this im- 
portant aspect of health unless 
their elders do. Parents can 
show their interest by reading 
books on health, discussing the 
subject with the family physi- 
cian, or having the “Y,” school 
adult education program or 
some community agency organ- 
ize a class on the subject. We 
have community courses that 
range anywhere from “How to 
Play Canasta” to “The Role of 
Expectant Fathers in the Home.” 
Surely, one on physical fitness 
of children and youth should 
not be out of place. 


2. The most powerful force for 
insuring good health habits is 
for parents to set the right 
example. Young people are not 
gullible. If they see their par- 
ents breaking all the basic 
healths rules, disregarding diet, 
body cleanliness, medical care, 
exercise, and rest, it will leave 
its imprint. A child brought up 
in a home where good health 
habits prevail will stand a bet- 
ter chance of living a clean, 
wholesome, healthy existence. 

3. Physical Exercise. Many 
years ago Hippocrates, the 
father of medicine, referred to 
the “law of use”—that which is 


maintain a happy home at- 

mosphere. Anyone who has 
ever witnessed the startled ex- 
pression of. child watching a 
family row can easily under- 
stand the emotional turmoil 
caused by flaring tempers. The 
living relationships among vari- 
ous members of the family 
should be pleasant. Boys and 
girls should feel they belong and 
are an important part of the 
household. There should be no 
limits placed on the amount of 
love and affection dispensed. 


5. Nutrition. Father earns 
the money to buy the food for 
the family, but mother plays a 
bigger role. She must select 
and prepare a diet which is not 
only attractive and tasty but 
one that is nutritious. This 
means plenty of milk, eggs, but- 
ter, green and yellow vegeta- 
bles, fruits, fish, meat, poultry, 
cereals and bread. A wide va- 
riety of goods helps to insure 
good nutrition. An old but true 
expression in regard to food and 
a youngster’s fitness is “He is 
what he eats.” 


6. The Family Physician and 
Dentist. Children can’t outgrow 
the need for medical and dental 
examinations. These aspects of 
physical fitness are very impor- 
tant. Each child should have a 
thorough physical and dental 
examination at least once a year. 
Immediate attention should be 
given to the correction of reme- 
diable defects. Protective im- 
munizations against disease are 
musts. The recommendations of 
the physician should be fol- 
lowed. 

Don't forget about the teeth. 
The average person at 16 years 
of age has seven teeth either 
decayed, missing or filled. 
Good teeth are a health asset 
and important for physical fit- 
ness.

LABORATE fashions that

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The inside story 


oF mS rivalry with Nashua 


l’ll always remember. . . 


The meaning 
of ‘FATE’ 


by VIVIAN BLAINE 


Over the course of time, | think we're 
all inclined eventually to come to the 
conclusion that we're pretty much in 
control of ourselves, our individual lives 
and our futures. 

To a considerable degrte, | believe 
we are. But I also believe that we fre- 
quently reach a point where Someone 
Else takes over. 

It’s not just a question of religion. I 
have my own, but I'm no more fanat- 
ical about it than most other people 
are about theirs. No, to quote an old 
cliche, | am firmly convinced that God 
helps those who help themselves. And 
1 am further certain that there come 
times in everyone's life when he reaches 
apparently insurmountable walls.

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| looked up to see a dear friend who, I 
knew, had known his own bitter dis- 
appointments in the entertainment field. 
Only three days before, he had inad- 
vertently lost out on one of the biggest 
TV deals he ever tried to make. He 
would have been dead of sheer des- 
pondency 10 years before, I felt sure, 
except for his amazing philosophy of 
life. 

“Listen, Viv,” he said quietly. “I want 
to give you some advice. When you find 
yourself in a predicament -where you 
can’t think of a solution, when you are 
beginning to suspect the truth — that 
we're none of us quite so clever as we 
often think we are — remember this 
phrase: “Let go and let God.’

The Marine’s childhood sweetheart talks 


about their long ordeal—and the future 


PORT ROYAL, S. C. 

N THE MORNING Of Monday, April 

(<) 8, Mrs. Betty McKeon, a Marine 

staff sergeant’s wife expecting her 

third child, went to the hospital at Parris 

Island for her regular prenatal checkup. 

Her husband, Matthew, had been on duty 

the night before; she was to pick him up at 
4:30 p.m. 

As she sat in the waiting room, she was 
told that the hospital chaplain wanted to 
see her. Her first thought was for her older 
children, Becky, 5, and Johnny, |. “I was 
scared,” she recalls. 

In the chaplain’s office, she was told to 
sit down and prepare herself. Then the 
chaplain pronounced the words that began 
a four months’ nightmare: “Your husband 
is in serious trouble. Some of his men were 
lost in the swamp.” 

That, as nearly as Betty McKeon can 
recall it today, is how she first learned of 
the fatal march into the Parris Island “boon- 
docks” — a march that ended in panic, the 
drowning of six recruits and a cascade of 
newspaper headlines. 

Seated in the living room of her tiny, five- 
room bungalow here, the tall brunette who 
was Matty McKeon’s childhood sweetheart 
recently looked back on that awful ordeal 
for PARADE. First there were the charges 
against her husband: drinking on duty, op- 
pression of troops, culpable negligence. He 
was clapped in the Parris Island brig, and a 
storm broke around the tall Marine from 
Massachusetts. Then there was the trial and 
the glare of nation-wide publicity. And, 
finally, the verdict, on reduced charges, and 
the sentence. 

“The sentence was a shock,” Betty says 
with pain, “but at least I was glad to see the 
trial end.” The ordeal itself was not over. 
“Both Matty and I will be haunted by the 
memory of those six kids for the rest of our 
lives,” she says. 

The married life of Matthew and Betty 
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McKeon had been pleasant if uneventful up 
to the minute she rushed into the hospital 
chaplain's office. Unable Yo answer ques- 
tions, the chaplain told her she could visit 
Matty in the brig. Hurrying there, she found 
him in the office of another chaplain, Father 
Marius Cook. 

“Matty was seated, tense and nervous, 
when I walked in,” Betty remembers. “His 
eyes were full of tears. He kept talking 
about the six kids — he always called them 
‘kids,’ not Marines — and he said he didn’t 
care what happened to him. He said he'd 
gladly let himself be strung up. 

“Then he told me to take our children 
and go back to Massachusetts. He told me 
to forget about him, to get a divorce as fast 
as I could and to make a new life for 
myself.” 


Smiling Through Tears 


The idea of divorce or of leaving her 
husband's side when she was needed never 
entered Betty McKeon’s head. She burst out 
crying; then, trying to make a joke of it, she 
said, “Oh, no. You don’t get rid of me that 
easily.” 

Discussing it now, she points out that she 
had known and loved Matty McKeon too 
long to abandon him. Matthew McKeon 
and Elizabeth Evelyn Wood had grown up 
a block apart in Cherry Valley, Mass., and 
gone to Worcester High School together; it 
had never been anyone but Matty McKeon 
for Betty Wood. They wrote to each other 
while he was in the Navy in World War II, 
and they dated for four years before their 
marriage in January, 1950. She had fol- 
lowed him from base to base and was dedi- 
cated to the idea that his life was the Marine 
Corps.

drill instructor to ride him — to belt him if 
necessary. I had to slap a couple of those 
kids in my platoon, but there was no mean- 
ness in it. 

“If Johnny. joins the Marine Corps,” the 
Sergeant continues, “I want him to go in as 
a man and leave as a Marine, a man plus. 
That's not being hard or mean. The Marines 
have to be tough and disciplined.” 

Adds his wife: “I remember when I first 
saw drill instructors with their platoons and 
how tough they were. I asked Matty then, 
‘Would you ever hurt one of your kids” 
And he said no, he could never hurt some- 
one who couldn't strike back. And of course 
a recruit would never do that.” 

On the field, his wife admits, the Ser- 
geant probably acted “real tough” with hus 
recruits. He had gone through drill instruc- 
tors’ school at Parris Island and learned the 
techniques of making Marines out of men. 
And he was always anxious to do his job 
and do it right. 

But he ‘had genuine affection for the 
rookies he handled. “They were always 
coming to him with problems — family 
problems, personal problems,” Betty says. 
“Matty is the kind of person you tell your 
troubles to. He's sympathetic. He always 
has a kind word for everybody and sees the 
good in everybody. That's the way he’s al- 
ways been —. and I've known him a long 

time.” 
“A long time” goes back at least to Wor- 
cester High School; they had been casual 
acquaintances before that. Matty left high 
school after his sophomore year in summer, 


1942—a few months after Pearl Harbor— 


to enlist in the Navy. Betty stayed to gradu- 
ate as valedictorian and to win a few prizes, 
including one of $100 for writing. 

She had a secret crush on him then — 
possibly, she says, “because he was tall 
(6°2") and so was | (5°7").” But he left for 


the Navy without even a goodbye. Then, 
when he was on the carrier Essex in the Pa- 
cific, he wrote her a letter. “I guess he 
wanted mail from everybody and just went 
down the list,” Betty says. They began a 
sporadic correspondence 

When Matty came home on leave, they 
went out twice; on the second date, he 
kissed her good night. “That,” she says, 
“was the big awakening.” After seeing a 
good deal of action, he came home in 1946, 
and they began dating regularly. Matty 
went to work for a woolen company; in two 
years, he was fed up and talked about re- 
enlisting. Betty encouraged him. 

“I liked to travél and figured | could 
follow him around,” she says. “It sounded 


kind of glamorous.” This time he chose the 


Marines; his letters from boot camp at Par- 
ris Island were enthusiastic. After a year 
on the cruiser Columbus he came home to 
be married in January, 1950. 

“We didn’t go for a honeymoon,” his 
wife laughs. “You see, the boys had a last- 


- night-of-leave party in Boston and got a 


little enthusiastic. There was a fight. Six of 
the ‘opposition’ jumped Matty and broke 
his jaw. He was in the hospital six weeks, 
with his jaw wired together. We were mar- 
ried in the hospital chapel and he got four 
hours off for the reception.” 

Their first home was at Quantico, Va. — 
“a three-room apartment with the tiniest 
kitchen you ever saw.” In February, 1951, 
Rebecca Ann arrived. Matty was a proud 
father: “He was always changing her, bath- 
ing her, always scrubbing everything,” Betty 
says. “But he was afraid to hold her — 
afraid she'd break or something. He'd get 
bleary-eyed from staying up or getting up 
in the night to take care of her.” 

The McKeons stayed at Quantico until 
summer; then Betty and Becky went back to 
Massachusetts, and Matty was discharged. 


They're -piecing 


Two months later he re-enlisted. The next 
stop was Camp Lejeune, N.C., and then, in 
January, 1952, Camp Pendleton, Calif. 
This was Matty’s ticket to Korea. He was 
away a year, and his wife and daughter 
stayed in Santa Monica, Calif., to wait for 
him. “He doesn’t talk much about that 
year,” Betty says. 

Then Quantico again, and then here to 
Parris Island. The second child, Johnny, 
had arrived in July, 1955, and Matty had 
signed up for six more years of duty. Given 
a choice of recruiting duty or drill instruc- 
tor’s school, he picked the latter. He was 
graduated 14th in a class of 50 and was as- 
signed to recruit training. 

The McKeons found their present home 
— five rooms and two screened porches - 
and settled down to a quiet life. The furn- 
ture was paid off and they had a new Car. 
Port Royal offered little social life, but they 
made friends with a number of neighbors, 
most of them service couples. 

Occasionally they “visited around,” took 
the children for a drive, or went to the 
beach. Mostly, however, they stayed home 
A drill instructor works every other night, 
and on“nights when he’s not working, his 
wife says, “you're just too tired to do any- 
thing.” Matty liked to come home, watch 
the fights or baseball games on TV, or read 
— mostly sports magazines. Betty preferred 
to read novels. 

Once in a great while, Matty and Betty 
would hire a baby-sitter and stake them- 
selves to dinner at the NCO (non-commis- 
sioned officers’) club. “I'd usually have a 
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together a shattered life 


Martini before dinner and sometimes a 
creme de menthe afterwards,” she says, “but 
Matty never did. 

“He's never been a drinker, although he'll 
drink beer now and then,” she says. “As he 
said at the trial, he just accepted those two 
drinks of vodka on the day of the tragedy 
to be polite. After the rifle-range instructor 
had given them to him, he bought a bottle 
of soda to wash the taste away . . . 

“On special occasions, like his brothers’ 
weddings, or on New Year’s Eve, he'll have 
a whisky and soda.” 

Such was the placid life so rudely shat- 
tered the morning of April 9 in the chap- 
lain’s office. The news stunned Betty. “It 
was just plain shock,” she says. “It was like 
being slapped in the face. 

“I didn't know any of the kids, or their 
families, either. | felt heartbroken over their 
tragedy. | thought of the parents more than 
I did of Matty. I wanted to write to them, 
but I didn’t know what to say, or how to 
say it. I've prayed so many times for them 
to find solace in their bereavement.” 


Should the Children Know? 


Regarding the tragedy, even from this 
distance, almost starts the tears again. “Lots 
of times,” she says, wistfully, “I've wanted 
to break down completely ...to weep it 
out. But then I can’t, because Becky and 
Johnny are around, and you can’t frighten 
them. And by the time they're asleep the 
emood is past and you're empty again.” 

The first reaction of numbness gave way 
to despair, and then hope arrived.. People 
wrote to say, “Don’t give up. It was an acci- 
dent. It wasn't your husband's fault.” In 
New York, Judge William McNally and a 
committee of lawyers decided to help. They 
urged attorney Emile Zola Berman to serve 
as McKeon’s lawyer. 

“We've been treated wonderfully by 
everybody,” Betty says. “This tragedy has 
made me realize how kind people really 
are. I always had great faith in human na- 
ture, but it has been increased tremen- 
dously.” 

One big problem facing the McKeons is 
how to explain it all to the children. Becky 
knows about the drownings, but not about 
her father’s court martial. She visited him 
several times in the warden’s office. “She 
doesn’t know he was in j-a-i-l,” her mother 
says, spelling out the word so 5-year-old 
ears will not understand. “We told her he 
had to stay in the barracks awhile.” The 
McKeons have saved many of the news- 
paper clippings, including some that are 
uncomplimentary. When Johnny is old 
enough, they'll all be shown to him, so he 
doesn't get a one-sided picture. 

Now that the trial is over, the McKeons 
gradually are attempting to put their lives 
together. Optimistic Betty thinks

things will work out. “Matty has told me 
not to be such a Pollyanna,” she says. “But 
I've always been that way; I've never been 
a defeatist.” 

What they want most is to be normal. “I 
just want to get up each morning and go 
to work and not be stared at,” the Sergeant 
says. But both realize that things can never 
quite be normal again. People keep trying 
to convince Betty that time will heal every- 
thing, but she remains unconvinced. She 
knows that neither of them can ever forget 
Sunday, April 9, any more than the families 
of the six boys who died in the swamps can 
forget that awful date. 

“I keep hearing their scréams inside my 
head,” Matty McKeon told parape. “I keep 
reliving that night over and over again. I'll 
never get it out of my mind — never, never. 

“Those kids. Their parents. You go 
through sacrifices and raise kids and take 
care of them until they mature and then 
everything is wiped out in a few seconds. If 
there was only some way that I could call 
them back : .

SWAPS vs. NASHUA 


BREEZING HOME first at Hol- 
lywood Park, Swaps displays the 
form that has made him the idol 
of West Coast turf fans in 1956. 


Will racing's No.1 rivairy ever be 


settied ? Here is the inside story 


by LLOYD SHEARER parave west COAST CORRESPONDENT 


“I'm convinced that Swaps is the finest, fast- 
est race horse in the world. No other horse — 
including Nashua — can beat him.” 

So says Rex Ellsworth, the tall, thin, laconic, 
48-year-old owner of the greatest race horse 
ever bred in the West. His Swaps, a red-gold 
4-year-old, has set five world’s records and 
earned more than $750,000. Last year, in the 
Kentucky Derby, he defeated Nashua — larg- 
est money winner in history, with more than 
$1,235,000 to his credit at this writing — 
from wire to wire. But last year, too, Nashua 
reversed that verdict in a $100,000 winner- 
take-all match at Chicago. After the race, 
Meshach Tenney, Swaps’ trainer, revealed that 
his horse had run with a cracked hoof. 

Eastern fans tended to conclude that Nashua 
was the better horse, Westerners to side with 
Swaps. Today the rivalry is so intense that 
only a rubber match can decide final superi- 
ority. But will the match take place? 

_ Says Ellsworth of last year’s loss: “We went 
through it knowing that Swaps wasn’t about 
to run. his best race. Today, it’s a different 
story. Put him against Nashua at any distance, 
any weight, and he'll win. 

“We tried our level best to get Nashua to 
meet Swaps out in California for the past six 
months. Only Leslie Combs, who heads the 
Nashua syndicate, wouldn't go for it. He said 
Nashua would have to get an awful lot of 


go for $250,000, and I even agreed to make 
up the extra $50,000 myself. But Combs 
wouldn't send the horse out. Instead he kept 
him back East running against horses I never 
heard of. All I can say now is that Swaps is 
prepared to meet Nashua in another match 
race if the Nashua syndicate is willing.” 
When PARADE contacted Leslie Combs II, 
chief of the millionaires’ syndicate that owns 
Nashua, with the above statement, Combs said: 
“I don’t think another match race against 
Swaps would be good for racing. Matter of 
fact, I'm against match races. If we had owned 
Nashua last year, there would've been no 
match race against Swaps in Chicago. 
“In a match race, you can’t hardly scratch 
a horse if he’s in bad shape. You've got to race 
good, bad or indifferent. Also that big money 
is nO good for racing, because of the tax setup. 
“I talked to Ellsworth about a $300,000 
race out West, but then I decided against it. 
Congressmen read about a horse winning 
$200,000, and the next thing you know they're 
rewriting the Federal tax laws. Right now we 
Can depreciate a race horse in five years. Make 
horse-racing tremendously profitable with fan- 
tastic match races, and we'll have a whole new 
“My personal opinion is that Swaps and 
Nashua are two of the greatest horses that 
ever lived. I'd like to see them meet again.

“This is Nashua’s last year. Then he retires 
to stud, and I owe to the syndicate to see to it 
that he's retired in the best condition. His 
breeding days are already contracted for. 

“If Swaps wants to prove that he’s the best 
horse in the country, all he’s got to do is enter 
some of the same races Nashua ts running this 
season.” 

Confronted with Combs’ declaration, Ells- 
worth invited Nashua to run in several of 
Swaps’ races, then added: “There will be ample 
time on our schedule this fall should Nashua 
and his interests care to meet Swaps in a spe- 
cial race.” 

There the matter rests at this writing. Mean- 
while, Swaps undoubtedly will go down in the 
annals as the race horse of 1956. Never in a 
period of six months has one horse broken so 
many records so effortlessly. 

After his defeat by Nashua, his only loss 
of 1955, Swaps was shipped back to the tree- 
less Ellsworth Ranch in Chino, Calif. The 
crack in the sole of his right front foot was 
carefully treatéd with antibiotics. For six 
months Swaps did nothing to earn his daily 
feed — oats, molasses, Norwegian kelp and 
vermifuge — except to romp with Ellsworth’s 
180 other horses. Then, last February, trainer 
Tenney announced the horse as “ready.” 

At Santa Anita, Swaps won the Los Angeles 
County Fair Handicap by a length and three- 
quarters. 

A month later, at Gulfstream Park in Flor- 
ida, running easily and carrying 130 pounds 
for the first time, he set a world’s record for 
| mile and 70 yards. 

In May, in Hollywood Park, jockey Willie 
Shoemaker eased him too quickly, and Swaps 
lost to Porterhouse by a head. Shoemaker took 
full responsibility for that loss. 

In his next five Hollywood Park races, 


Swaps was unbelievable. He established a new 
world’s record for the mile: 1:33%. He low- 
ered his own world’s record for a mile and 
1/16 to 1:39. He tied the world’s record for 
a mile and an eighth in i:464%. He broke the 
track record for a mile and a quarter. He set a 
world’s record of 2:38 for a mile and five- 
eighths. 

In this last race, Swaps carried 130 pounds 
for the fourth time, conceding trom 20 to 30 
pounds to his rivals. That is a weight Nashua 
has never been able to carry and still win. 

When Nashua beat Swaps last year, one 
Eastern turf writer commented: “It’s just pos- 
sible that Swaps isn’t a great horse at all. 
‘Great’ happens to be an adjective too widely 
and carelessly used in racing circles these 
days.” 

There are three traditional yardsticks for 
measuring greatness in race horses. The horse 
must |) be able to win racing classics, 2) as a 
3-year-old, be capable of defeating older horses 
with scale-weight up and 3) be able to carry 
over-scale weight in major handicap races of 
at least a mile and a quarter and still win. 

Swaps has met all these qualifications. He 
won a Kentucky Derby, certainly a racing 
classic. He beat Determine, Mister Gus and 
Rejected in the Californian of 1955. becom- 
ing the first horse since Citation to win a major 
stakes race with scale-weight up. And last July 
25 he set a new world’s record for a mile and 
five-eighths, carrying 130 pounds. 

Says Jackie Westrope, a jockey who has 
been chasing Swaps on other horses all year: 
“Nashua’ beat him by a fluke. He'll never do 
it again.” 

Counters Johnny Longden, an equally ca- 
pable jockey and judge of horse flesh: “Nashua 
beat Swaps fair and square the last time they 
ran, so it’s still even-steven until they run 
again — if and when.”
